A List of the Principal Changes made 
by the Decree of October 28 , 1913 . 

Consequent on the precedence now given to the Sunday 
Office and Mass (see Note V., p. xii), the feasts hitherto 
assigned in the General Church Calendar to certain 
Sundays have now been assigned to the following days: 

The M.II. Name of Jesus to the Sunday falling on 
January 2, 3, 4, or 5; and, such Sunday failing, then to 
January 2. 

The Solemnity of St. Joseph, to the Wednesday before 
the 3rd Sunday after Easter. 

The Vigil and the feast of St. John the Baptist’s 
Nativity to their old dates of June 23 and 24. 

The feast of Our Lord’s Most Precious Blood from the 
1st Sunday in July to July 1. 

St. Joachim to August 16, vice St. Hyacinth moved 
to August 17: St. Laurence’s Octave-day being com¬ 
memorated on the 17th. 

The feast of the VII. Dolours B.V.M., from the 3rd 
Sunday in September to September 15. 

The feast of tho M.H. Rosary to October 7, but its 
popular observance to be on the 1st Sunday in October.

I. Of the Celebration of Mass generally. 

T HE Missal, or Maes-Booh, b the BotA 
of the Bites, Ceremonies, and Prayers 
prescribed for the celebration of the 
Eucharistic Sacrifice of the Body and 
Blood of Christ, offered, under the forms of Bread and 
Wine, in remembrance of His Passion and Death. This 
Sacrifice is the principal act of worship of the Catholio 
Church, and, in its Liturgy, U commonly called the Mass, 
from the Latin Mista. 

Though the term Mass primarily signifies the 
J/oe* actual Sacrifice, it is also used in a rubrical 
CVj of tAs sense to denote the rite*, ceremonies, and 
%k/rd ' prayers with which the Sacrifice is celebrated * 
as, for instance, High Mass, Low Mass. In 
the Missal, the term Mass more especially denotes incse 
portions of the Prayers for Mass which vary from day to 
day, as distinguished from those which always remain 
unchanged. Thus, the direction in the Missal, * Mass 
Protexisti,’ signifies that the varying portions of Mass are 
those of which the Introit begins with the word ‘ Protexisti, 
being those prescribed lor the feast of a Martyr occurring 
in Easter-time. The portions of Mass which never vary 
are contained in the ‘ Order ’ or ' Ordinary of the Mass 
those which vary according to tho Season or Feast, in the 
' Proper oi the Season,' and the * ProjKir ’ or ' Common of 
Saints.' 

Tho Liturgy contained in tbe Homan Mimed 
Tkt Hm is that which, in its essential forms, has from 
M\*aai. time immemorial been used by the Itoman 
Church. In the earliest ages, the service of 
Hass was contained in several books, one of which, the 
Jacramentary, developed, about the eighth century, into 
the MissaL Eight centuries later, when, in tbe ooorne of 
time, the text of the Missals had become considerably cor 
rupted, and there was no proper uniformity in tbe celebra¬ 
tion of Mass, Poj>e 8t Pius V., acting under a decree of the 
Council of Trent, caused the text to be carefully oorrectod 
and brought back to primitive and approved form*. This 
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Missal was issued in 1570, and its use strictly enjoined in 
all Churches aud Religious Orders unable to show a pre¬ 
scription of two hundred years for their own Missals. 
It was revised and re-issued by Pope Clement VIII. in 1604, 
and again, in 1634, by Pope Urban VIIL Many feasts 
have since been added, but the Prayers and Rubrics of the 
Mass itself remain unchanged. Modifications in the 
observance of minor feasts were made by Pope Leo XIII. 
in 1882; whilst among the rubrical changes made by Pope 
Pius X. in 1911 and 1913 may be specially noted the 
restored precedence of the Sunday Office and Mass. 

The Roman Missal is now practically used throughout 
the Catholic world, although, exceptionally, the Oriental 
Churches, the Church of Milan, and one or two Religious 
Orders (as, for instance, the Dominicans), continue, by 
authorized prescription, to celebrate Mass after their own 
Rites. 

The Sacrifice of the Mass is the great means of 
mr.tagm, obtaining the and blessing of Almighty 

and ’ God. When a Priest celebrates Mass, all the 
Obligati#*, faithful living and departed share with him in 
of Hearing the benefits derived therefrom. But the Priest 
Ma ** himself, and those for whom he particularly 
prays, as also, in a minor degree, those present 
at the Mass, have a special share in these benefits. Hence, 
in what is called * saying Mass’ for a person, the Priest so to 
speak transfers to that person, in so far as the latter is 
competent to receive it, a special share of the graces and 
blessings vouchsafed by Almighty God. All Catholics are 
bound to assist at Mass on Sundays and on what are termed 
Holidays of Obligation : end V'shops and Priests having ths 
cure of souls, are bound jn y Mass for their people on 

those days, and on others formerly ‘ of obligation, ’ now 
called * days of devotion.’—In England and Scotland, and 
generally in newly erected Dioceses and in Districts ad- 
ministered by Vicars Apostolic, Bishops alone have, pro¬ 
perly speaking, the core of souls. 

In the first ages, Mass was celebrated only 
Frt*rp*mey once each day in the same church. In somo 
of places, no Mass at all was said on the weekdays 
QeUbr* Han. ia Lent; whilst in others, all through the year, 
it was said only on Sundays ; or on Sundays, 
Saturday*, and the feasts of the Martyrs, I^ater on, in the 
West, these limitations disappeared, and it became the 
custom, speaking generally, not only for all Priests to 
eelebrate Mass daily, but for Priests to celebrate several 
times a day, as often indeed as each thought good. Sur 
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rivals of the early restrictions remain to this day in the 
single Mass said on Maundy Thursday and Holy Saturday, 
and the omission of Maas on Good Friday; the subsequent 
latitudo being represented by the three Mosses which 
Priests may say on Christmas and All Souls' Days. 

The present cnBtom is for Priests to say Mass daily, 
althougn there is no obligation; but a Priest cannot, for 
his private devotion, say more than one Mass each day, 
except on Christmas and All Souls' Days. Authority, 
however, to ‘duplicate, 1 that is to say two Masses—and 
sometimes even to say three Masses—on Sundays and Holi¬ 
days of Obligation, is given where there is a scarcity of 
Priests, and where, if there were no duplication, numbers 
of people would be unable to h*ar Maas. 

In the first sges there was no fixed time for the 

Ho%r <ff celebration of Mass. Later on, the hour, on 
CeUbratum. Hundays arid festivals, was after the Office (or 
’ Hour ') of Terce, or about 9 a.m. ; on certain 
week-days, after Soxt, or soon after mid-day; on fust days, 
after None, or about 3 p.m. At present, and for several 
centuries back, the hours during which Mass can he cele¬ 
brated have lx*en limited in tho West (that is, practically, by 
those using a Latin Liturgy), to between dawn and mid 
day ; and even on days when the Rubrics still direct that 
Mass is to be said after Sextor None, Mass is not celebrated 
In the afternoon, but those Offices are anticipated instead. 

The differences in the ritee and ceremonies 
Ditinciimu ssod at Mass, and the circumstances in which 
*n tou, A*. Maas is celebrated, give rise to distinction* 
which may be classed and described as follows :

Mass are now generally performed by Prieeta acting in 
their stead for the time being); six or more candles art 
lighted on the Altar, beside** others borne by acolytes: 
incense and musk* are used: portions of the Mass are sung 
by the Priest and his assistants, each singly, and other 
portions by the e)»oir 

(ft) A l on t if icaf Mata is u High Mass ©eb'brnted 
by s Pisbop (or a mitred Abbot) with special ceremonies.— 
Certain Prelates of the Pope’s Household have the privilege 
of occasionally celebrating High Mass very mnch after the 
maimer of Hiahops. 

(c) A If in a C a n t a t a is in tho nature of a High ¥*<*. 
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ted to Churches where the Clergy are insufficient, takes tb* 
j»laoe of the Missa Solemnis. The Celebrant singe certain 
{arts, bat he is not assisted by Deacon or Subdeacon ; and 
if incense is used, it is by privilege. 

(d) A Low Mast (Musa Privata) ia one the whole o! 
which is read, and not sang, by the Celebrant. There is 
neither incense, litargical singing, nor any of the solemnities 
of High Mass. 

( t) The Parochial Matt is the principal Mass, 
whether High or Low, on Sundays, in a Parish Church. 
Parishioners are exhorted to assist when possible at this 
Mass, during which the Parish Notices and Banns of Mar 
tiage are usually published, and a sermon is preached. 

( f ) The Conventual Mast is the Mass Maid or euiig 
in con junction with the Breviary Office, by the Chapter aud 
Clergy of a Cathedral or Collegiate Church, or the com¬ 
munity of a Monastery or Convent. It is said, according to 
the Office of the day, after either Terce, Bext, or None, and 
is offered for Benefactors. A Capitular Mass is the Con¬ 
ventual Mass of & Cathedral or Collegiate Chapter. 

(g) A Votive Mast is one said, outside the Office of 
the day, for a particular purpose, public or private, as, for 
instance, for the needs cf the Church, the preservation of 
public peace, the safety of travellers, the sick, &c. 

(A) A Requiem Mass, bo called from the first word ol 
the Introit, is a Mass for the Dead.—(A Dirge, bo called 
from the first word of the first Anthem,' Dirige Doinine,’ ia 
Hie Office of Matins and Lands for the Demi - also tilled 
' Tsgilig),’ the Watches, from being sung at night.) 

In the early Church, especially during the per- 
?kt Altar, secutions, Mass was said over the tombs of the 
Martyrs: the marble slab which covered the 
fopulehre serving as the altar-stone. In these days, an 
altar at which Mass is celebrated must either be of stona 
and contain (in a shrine or otherwise) the relics of Martyrs, 
—or, if the altar is not of stone, there must be placed on the 
Altar a stone slab containing relics of at least two Martyrs, 
and large enough to receive the Host, and most of the 
Chalice. The Altar or Slab must be consecrated by a 
a Bishop, or by an Abbot empowered by the Holy Bee. 
The Altar must be covered with three linen cloths, and on 
it must be placed a Cross (Crucifix), with at least ona 
candle on each side of it. Under the Cross should 1*) placed 
the card of the ‘ Secret ’ prayers ; and cm the Epistle side, 
* stand for the Misss ! 
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In the early Church the imn * Confession * came io be 
□eod for a Martyr's tomb, or for tho altar over the tomb. 
So that now, * St. Peter's Confession ’ mey mean tithes 
his tomb or the altar above it in SL Peter s at Borne. 

The Vestment* which the Priest uses in the 
Ti * celebration of Ma**, and which he puts on ovel 

a. his cassock, ore: (a) the Amice, a white linen 
cloth, placed first on the bead, and then laid 
about the neck and shoulders; (6) the Alb, of white linen, 
with sleeves, reaching from head to foot, and gatberod 
together at the loins by (c) the Girdle; (d) the Maniple 
which hangs over the left arm; (e) the Stolo, which bangs 
down from the neck, and is crossed over the breast; and (/) 
tke Chasuble, the distinctive vestment for Mass, which 
covers the Priest before and behind, as far as the knees. 

A Lisbon, in addition to the above, wears other vest- 
aeut*; and daring some of the lees solemn portions of 
Mass his h*ad is covered by the initre, ami at times he holds 
the crosier. 

The Deacon and Bnhd. soon are reeled in amice, alb, and 
girdle : over these tho Deacon wears the maniple, the stole 
from the left nhoulder, and a D&hnAtie in place of the 
Chasuble. The Snbdeueon is without stole, and wears the 
1 Tuiucella,’ a vestment in these days almost similar to the 
deacon's dalmatic. But on the Sundays in Advent and Lent 
(excepting Gaudete and Latare l, and on certain week-days, 
they either wear folded chasubles in lieu of dalmatics, or 
dispense with the outer vestment. 

The colour of the maniple, stole, ohapublo and 
Oolmmr if (A< dalmatics, »a well as of the veU covering the 
fniMtmU. chalice, varies with the day or feast 

White ,—more especially the colour of joy, and 
origiuaDy the only colour employed,—is used on festivals of 
Our Lord other tlian those commemorating llis Passion; 
on the Bundays after Esst^r; on the feasts of the B.V 
Mary, of Angels, and of Saints who are not Martyrs, and 
during the Octaves of these feasts; aftd generally when 
another colour is not preecrih'vl. 

Bed is used during Whitsuntide • on the feasts commemo¬ 
rating Oar Lord’s Passion ; and generally on the feasts ni 
Apostles and Martyrs, and during their Octavo*. 

Purple or Viclet is used on the Sundays and Weekday* 
in Advent, and from Bcptuagcsima to Er.ster ; snd, gene¬ 
rally, on Vigil* and Ember-days, aud during Blessings and 
Processions but not in festive Procession.* or thorn of t)\e 
Pirated fUarminert 
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Qrtcn im used on the Sundays and Weekdays from it* 
Octavo of the Epiphany to Septuagesima Sunday, and from 
Trinity Sunday to Advent, ali exclusively; but not when 
Mass is of a feast, or during an Octave. 

Black is used on Good Friday, and in Masses and Offices 
tf the dead. 

A candidate for the Priesthood, after proper 
Ordination examinations, receives first the Tonsure (becom- 
if a Priest. ing then a Cleric); next the four Minor Orders ; 

then the Sobdiaconate and Diaconate ; and 
lastly, when twenty-five years old. the Priesthood. The 
Tonsure and all the Orders are conferred by a Bishop, the 
Tonsure being conferred at any place or time; but the 
times appointed for ordination to the Major Orders are the 
Saturdays in the four Ember-weeks, Saturday before 
Passion-Sunday, and Holy Saturday : and these Orders are 
conferred publicly, and, if possible, in the CathedraL 

A Bishep-Elect, when the necessary authority 
Consecration has been received from the Pope, is consecrated 
if a Buhap. with great solemnity by at least three Bishops — 
one being the consecrator, the others Assistants. 
The day chosen is normally a Sunday or the feast of an 
Apostle (Bishops being successors of the \ Apostles).—The 
Cathedral of a diocese is the Church in which the Bishop 
has his throne, or ‘chair’ (Greek, katkedra ).—An Arch¬ 
bishop receives from the Pope the ‘ Pallium, ’ a circular 
trip of wool with pendants, which he wears round the 
*eck when celebrating High Mass, but only on certain 
lays—speaking generally, the feasts of obligation and 
Ihose now of devotion. An Archbishop who has received the 
Pallium has the right of haring a Cross borne before him. 

The Consecration or Dedication of a Church is 
Consecration performed by a Bishop, with the greatest 
'v'« ChMrsh. solemnity : a Sunday or feast-day being prefer¬ 
ably chosen for the ceremony. Among the acts 
is Lb* placing of twelve crosses round the Church—three on 
4 *cb wall—at a height of about tea feet. Before each cross 
K candle burns during the Office# of the wholo Octave of 
Dedication, and of the anniversary Octave# thereof.

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II Tho Ecclesiastical Year : its Seasons 
and Feasts. 

1. The Jewish Year was a lunar year of 12 

months, or 52 weeks—beginning in March— 
Th* Tiar. with compensations to bring it into some har¬ 
mony with the solar year. Such too was the 
old Roman Year, till about 5 Ub.c., when Julius Cmsar sub¬ 
stituted a solar year of 3f>5 days and 6 hours—tho time taken 
by the sun to go through the Zodiac. As these 6 hours in 
four years made up one day, it was provided that every 
fourth vear should have 366 days. Such a year, ‘leap year,' 
was called 1 Bissextile,’ because in it the 24th February, the 
1 Sexto Kalendas Martii,' or 6th day before March of tho 
Roman Calendar, was twico repeated. But, as in reality 
the solar year consists of only 365 days, 5 hours and 48 
minutes, the addition of one day every four years was more 
than tho compensation required, and, in the course of sixteen 
ceuturies, resulted in the Calendar Equinoxes being ten days 
behind their actual occnrrence. To rectify this, Rope Gre- 

f jory XIII. directed (11 that in 1582 October 4th should be 
mmediately followed by the 15th; and (2) that thenceforth 
certain years which had hitherto been leap years should cease 
to bo so. This reform was not adopted iu England till 1752; 
whilst the Greeks and Russians still keep to tne ‘ Old Style.’ 

The Ecclesiastical Year begins with the First 
. . . . .Sunday of Advent—the Sunday nearest the 

C TtX. Ual °"* St. Andrew the Apostle (30 November). 

It may be divided into tho ‘ Seasons ’ of Advent, 
Christmas, Epiphany, After - Epiphany, Septuagesima, 
Lent, Passion tide, Easter, Pentecost or Whitsuntide, and 
After-Pentecost. In addition to, aad independent of, those 
Seasons and tbs festivals connected with them, thcro are 
many feasts commemorative of Our Lord and the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, a« also the almost daily feasts of Martyrs 
and other Saints. 

Of the Festivals and Seasons, some are inove- 
MortaoU able, others fixed. The Moveable Feasts, pro- 
and perly »o called, depend upon Easlvr-Day, which, 
Pix*i Ftaiu, by a decree of tho Niceno Council (a.d. 325), 
must be celebrated 'on the Lord’s Day first 
following the fourteenth Moon of the First Month.’—in 
other words, on the first Sunday afttr the full Moon which 
happens on or after the 21st day of March. A Table, show¬ 
ing the dates on which the principal Moveable Roasts occur 
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between the years 1911 and 1940 is given at p.xviii, whilst 
the Calendar, p. xix, shows the days which, in the normal 
course, are assigned to the celebration of the fixed festivals. 


III. Classification, <£c., of Sundays and Feasts. 

In respect of classification, 

Sundays are classed as greater (‘ major’) of the 1st and 
2nd class, and lesser minor ’) or ordinary Sundays. 

F e r i a r, as ‘ major * or ‘ minor ’: the major being sub' 
divided into privileged and non-privileged. 

Feasts, as doubles, semi-doubles, or simples; the 
doubles being subdivided into 1st class, 2nd class, 
greater, and lesser. 

A table showing the precedence of Sundays and feasts 
will be found on p. xviie. 

Doubles They are so called from the doubling of the An- 
6 * theme on these feasts : that is, from the Anthems 
being sung or said in their entirety before as well as after the 
Psalms and Canticles of Matins, Lauds, and Vespers ; whilst 
on Semi-doubles and Simples the first words only of the An¬ 
thems arc said before, though the whole is said after, the Psalms 
and Canticles. 

Octaves Some of the greater feasts are observed (a) cither 

c 8 * during eight consecutive days, or (6) only on the 

first and eighth day. This observance is in either case termed 
an Octave, the first and last days being specially observed. The 
middle days, or days from the second to the seventh inclusive, 
arc termed 1 days within the Octave’ (infra Octavam). Note IX., 
p. xvii. 

p . Liturgically, ‘ Feria ’ has several meanings : (a) 

* 6 r ‘festum feriatum,’ a holidaying-feast, a day on 

which there is the obligation of abstaining from servile work 
and of hearing Mass; ( b ) ‘ Ferhe,* the seven days of the week, 
beginning with Sunday as ‘ feria prima,’ and so on to Saturday 
as 'feria septima’; but Sunday is always called 'Dominica/ the 
Lord’s Day, and Saturday, 'Sabbatum,’ the Sabbath; ( c ) in the 
Breviary and Missal, ‘feria'is the equivalent of the English ‘week¬ 
day ’ as opposed to Sunday, and likewise the day on which the 
Office and Mass are neither of a Sunday, Feast, Octave, or Vigil. 

a f a +1 « . Before the Mass of certain Sundays, feasts, and 

at non*, week-days, a note is placed stating that the 
* Station ’ is at such or such a church. The explanation is 
that from an early age it was the custom in Rome to visit 
processionally tho thrines and churches connected with the 
Martyrs. Such visits were called Stations; and the days and 
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churches now marked in the liiosal as Stations are those finally 
fixed by Popo St. Gregory the Great ( a.d. 590 to 004). The pro- 
cession, 4cc., has only been suspended since 1870 ; but otherwise 
this celebration is kept up in the traditional way. 


IV. The ’ Ordering ’ of Mass. 

Normally, Mass, on any given day, should 
}• , . ,.agree with the office of the Breviary, and be 
t ^ r °* cither (a) of the Season, or (L) of tho feast 
'of the Feast.' shewn in tho Calendar as occurring on that 
day. Out of the normal course, Votive 
Masses are saia for a public or private purpose, and also 
special or common Masses for the Dead. 

2. By * Mass of tho Season,’ or * Mass of the Sunday’ 
or ‘Foria’ (».«., week-day), is meant the proper or 
common Mass which, in that portion of the Missal called 
‘the Proper of tho Season,’ is, day by day, provided for 
all the Sundays and week-days of tho year. By ‘ Mass 
of the Feast ’ or ' Saint ’ is meant the proper or common 
Mass provided in the ‘Proper’ or ‘Common of Saints’ 
for tho fixed feasts shewn in the Calendar. 

It, however, constantly happens that there 
8. Clashing is not only the proper or common Mass pro- 

of Frosts, vided for the current Sunday, feast, or week¬ 
day of the Season, but also tho Mass of 
some feast which by tho Calendar falls on the same day: 
and in such collisions, the settlement of the question 
which of tho two Masses should bo said, depends on the 
relative rank or class of tho days clashing. 

4. Speaking generally, when two feasts—and here the 
term foast includes Sundays, Feasts, Ferias, Vigils, 
dec. —fall on the same day, the Mass said is that of the 
feast which is higher in rank ; tho other feast is either 
(a) transferred, (h) commemorated, or (c) altogether 
omitted,suppressed. Thus, if superseded, 

a. Pouhles of tho 1st and 2nd class aro transferred. 

b. Sundays and majnr-fcrlas aro always commemorated. 

b or c. Greater and leaser doubles, semi-doubles, octavos, 
vigils, simnles, and ferias, are either commemorated or 
suppressed, according to tho dignity of the feast which 
is taking precedence. 
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A commemoration is made by the Collect, 
5. Com • Secret, and Post-Communion Prayers of tho 

memorations. feast or feria which is to be commemorated, 
being said after the respective Collect, Secret, 
and Post-Communion of the M:. .s of the day.—When 
there are two or more commemorations, they usually 
follow the order of precedence shown in the Table, p. xviii*. 

When in any given year a non transferable 
0. Sup- feast j s suppressed—that is, when it cannot 
pronon j. jj e }- e pt or commemorated on its proper day, 
no notice is taken of it during that year. 

Tho Table and Key on pages xvii/ and xvii^ will facilitate tho 
application of those Notes. 


V. Precedence of the Sunday.

VI. Week-days. 

1. Speaking generally. Mass on a week-day will be 
that of the feast entered in the General or local Calendar 
as occurring on that date, but when such a feast clashes 
with some movable feast or privileged day, one or other 
of the clashing feasts is either transferred, commemorated, 
or suppressed, as explained in Note VII., Clauses 4 to 8, 
p. xvi, and Tables, pp. xviie, xvii/, and xvii#. 
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2. But when a greater or lesser double, or a semi-double 
feast, falls on a Lenten week (lay, an Einbe-'-day, Roga¬ 
tion Monday, or a Vigil, then Low Masses may bo either 
of such feast with a Commemoration and last Gospel of 
such I^enten or other aforesaid day : or they may bo of 
the Lenten or other said day, with a Commemoration 
of the feast. 

As to Requiem and Votive Masses on these days, see 
Note X., Cl. 6, 7, 8, p. xviit. ; and Note XI.

VII.—Saints' and Other Feast-Days.

ology; and if not appearing there, or if the date of a 
Saint's death—termed liturgically ‘Natal day,’ that is, 
‘ birthday to heaven '—is not known, then to some date 
approved by the Holy See.

— if, either normally or by transfer, a 
Saint’s or other feast falls on a week-day in Lent, 
an Ember day, or a Vigil—then, two or more Masses 
are said : one, after Terce, of the feast, the others 
after Sort or None, of the feria or other day afore 
said; but of these Masses only one, the Conventual Maas 
agreeing with the Breviary Office for the day, is to be 
said ‘in choir.’ The other, or others, also formerly of 
obligation in choir, are now said out of choir. 

2. This modification does not, however, extend to the 
additional Masses to be said (a) on St. Mark’s, the 

Rogation, and Christmas days; (6) on the following 
anniversaries: viz., of the Pope’s Creation and Corona¬ 
tion ; of the 1 bishop’s Election, Consecration, or Transla¬ 
tion ; of the Bishop last deceased ; of the Commemoration 
of all deceased Bishops and Canons; nor (c) to any 
Foundation Mass. 

3. On the first Feria (or simple feast) in any month out 
of Advent, Lent, and Easter, there is said after 

Prime, but out of Choir, a Requiem Mass (the 4 Common 
Mass ’), in addition to the Mass of the day in choir.

IX. Octave8. (See the Note, p. x.) 

Octaves arc either privileged, common, or simple— 

1. The privileged are of three 4 Order* ’: 

(a) 1st Order.—Easter and Pentecost. Mass is 
always of the Octave. 1st and 2nd class doubles, which 
may come to fall on days of the Octavo, are transferred 
to after the Octave ; feasts of lower rank are suppressed 
if falling on the Sunday, Monday, or Tuesday, and com¬ 
memorated if falling on the remaining days. 

(b) 2nd Order.—E p i p h a n y and Corpus Christ i. 
Mass is always of the Octave, unless there fall on any of 
the middle days any 1st class double ; or, on the last 
day, a 1st class double binding on the whole Church : in 
either of which cases the Mass is of such feast,—but the 
Octave must always be commemorated; 2nd class doubles 
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are transferred to after the Octave, and feasts of lowor 
rank are commemorated. 

(c) 3rd Order .—C hristmas and Ascension. Mass 
is of the Octave unless when a double or semi-don bio 
feast falls on anv of the middle days, or a 1st or ‘2nd class 
double falls on the last day : in which case Mass is of the 
feast, but always with a commemoration of the Octave. 

2. Common Octaves are the Octaves of such 
non-privileged, or local, or secondary 1st class 
doubles as may have an Octave attached. The middle 
days give way to doubles and semi-doubles, the Octave 
being commemorated on all but superseding 1st and ‘2nd 
class doubles. The last day, if superseded by a 1st or 
‘2nd class double, is commemorated, provided such feast 
is not a 1st class double feast of our Lord binding on tho 
whole Church. 

8. Simple Octaves are the Octavos of such doublos 
of the 2nd class as have an Octavo attached, but 
there is no observance of the middle days; whilst the 
Octave-day ranks only as u simple, though taking pre¬ 
cedence of other simples. 

It sometimes happens that Patronal and 

4, not similar feasts having an Octave, fall upon 
tr*$nferabU. privileged days (p. xvii«, a, b, c, f), and have 

therefore to ne transferred. In such cases 
the Octave is not transferred with tho feast, but is either 
partially or totally omitted. It is totally omitted when 
the feast is transferred to, or beyond, the day which would 
in the normal course have been the hist day of its Octave. 
It is partially omitted when the feast is transferred to a 
day within the Octave, in which case only the remaining 
days of the Octavo are observed. 

5. Moreover, such days of any Patronal or similai 
Octave as fall between December 17 snd ‘2,'j, between 

Ash Wednesday and Low Sunday, or Wbitsun-eve aud 
Trinity Sunday, inclusively, are suppressed.

Th* Sacrifice of the Mass may at all times l>o speciallj 
offered for the Faithful Departed: but the singing or 
saying of Itequirm (‘ lilock ’) Masses, is governed ny rules 
of which tho principal may bo summarized as follows

1. On November 2, A11 8 o u 1 s’ D a y. As to its observ¬ 
ance and possible transfer, see ‘The Proper of Saints,' Novem¬ 
ber 2. Neither Breviary Office nor Mass other than for the 
Dead is said on All Souls’ Day : which, rubrically, ends after 
Vone and High Mass. 

2. On the day of death, or day to count as such. 
Requiem Masses may be sung or said, but not if the day be a 
Sunday, a holiday of obligation, a 1st or 2nd class feast, ora feria 
which excludes 1st class feasts ; or if the Blessed Sacrament be 
exposed. 

3. When the Body of the Deceased is present 
in Church. A Requiem Mass may be sung: but not if the 
day be one of the principal feasts (marked * on page xvib), or 
if the Blessed Sacrament be solemnly exposed. Where, however, 
owing to poverty, or insufficient Clergy and Canters, a sung 
Mass is not possible, a Low Mass may be said instead. 

4. On the 3rd, 7th, 30th (‘Month’s Mind') day after 
death or burial, and on Anniversaries. A Requiem Mans 
may be sung : but not if the day be a Sunday or holiday, a day 
included in clauses a to g of the Table, p. xviir, within a 
privileged Octave (Not* IX.); nor If the Blessad Sacrament is 
solemnly exposed. 

5. But in Parish Churches where one Mass only is celebrated, 
a Requiem Mass cannot be sung or said on any holiday or day 
of devotion on which the Parish Priest is bound to say Mass for 
his people ; nor on Ash Wednesday, Whitsun Eve if the Font is 
blessed, or 8t. Mark’s and the Rogations if there is a Procession. 

0. ‘Common’ or Ordinary Requiem Masses may 
be sung or said on semi-double and simple feasts : but not on 
Sundays nor during the privileged Octaves ; nor during Lent 
(except as in Clause 8), nor on an Ember-day, a Vigil, or 
Rogation Monday; nor on the Saturday or other week-day on 
which an omitted or superseded Sunday’s Mass should be said 
(Note V., Clauses 6 and 7); nor when the Blessed Sacrament is 
exposed.. 

7. A Priest, however, can secure the indulgences of the 
‘ Privileged Altar ’ by saying the Lenten or other aforesaid ferial 
Mass, and inserting, before the last of the Collects for the day, 
a Collect for the Dead for whom the Mass is being applied (with 
corresponding Hecret and Post-Communion). 

8. During Lent a Low Requiem Mass is sanctioned on the 
first day in each week which, in the Calendar of the particului 
Church, is not occupied by a double feast. 


XI. Votive Masses. 

1. A solemn Votive Mass, when the oocasion 
is one of groat importance, may be sung on all days, 
except the principal feasts, fasts, Octavos, and Vigils. 
A low Votive Mass, whether public or private, it 
prohibited not only on the aLove days, but also on 
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Sundays, on donbles, and likewise on the Lenten and 
other days named in Clause f> of Note X. 

2. The Votive Offices and Masses sanctioned by Indnlt 
of July 5. 1 K.s:t, an optional substitutes for certain Ferial 
Offices and Masses, and all similar Votive Offices and 
Masses, aro abolished.--This does not affect the saying 
of certain Votive Masses planted uiutar special conditions, 
like that of the Sacred Heart.

In addition to the division of the feasts referred to in Note* II 
and III, pegea ix, x—namely, the division of feasts according tc 
‘ rank ’ (Latin, ritus), as doubles, semi-doubles, and simples, a 
further distinction has been made by separating double and 
semi-double feasts into ‘primary’ and ‘Beoondary.’ 

Of the primary 1st olass doable 8, first in order of 
precedence come those which are common to, and obligatory on, 
the whole (or ‘ Universal’) Church; and next, those especially 
solemn for a particular church, parish, diocese, locality, or 
religious order—namely (a) a Church’s Dedication, and its Anni¬ 
versary ; (//) the Anniversary of the Dedication of the diocesan 
Cathedral ; (c) a Church's Titular feast; (d) the Titular of the 
diocesan Cathedral; (e) the Principal Patron of a town, diocese, 
province, or country ; (j) the Titular or Founder of a Religious 
Order or Congregation. These foasts are comprised in the 
groups a, b, c, d, Table, pago xvlie. 

Of other 1st class doubles, that of the Sacred Heart of .Testis is 

secondary. 

Of the 2nd class doubles entered in the General 
Calendar, the following are P r 1 na a r y—viz., the Circumcision, 
Transfiguration, Dedication of St. Saviour’s ; the Purification, 
Visitation, and Nativity B.V.M.; St. Michael’s Dedication; the 
feasts of the 11 Apostles; St. Mark, St. Luke, St. Stephen, 
H. Innocents, St. Laurence, St. Joachim, St. Anne.—The other 
2nd class doubles are Secondary. 

Of the greater doables, the following are Primary 

—viz., the Oetave-day of every primary 1st class double; the 
Dedications of St. Peter’s .Mid of St. Paul’s, and of 8t. Mary of 
the Snows ; the Presentation B.V.M., ; the Guardian Angels ; the 
Beheading of St. John Baptist; St. Barnabas, St. Benedict, 
St Dominic, St. Francis A sijsi, St. Francis Xavier ; a Minor (».«., 
Secondary) Patron —: 1 i greater doubles are Secondary. 

Of lesser doubles and semi-doubles, the ‘natal’ 
day of a Saint is a primary feast; uad practically every 
Saint’s day is either the actual ‘ natal-day ’ (i.e., the day of death, 
and therefore of 1 birth 1 to heaven), or the day cotinting as such. 
But the feasts of St. Francis’s Stigmata, of St. Stephen’s Find- 
ing, and the Octave-day of a secondary 2nd class double are 
secondary. So likewise those feasts both of Our Lord and of 
the B.V.Mary under some particular Title; and of the Saints 
hither than their ‘ natal-day ’) under a Title such as the Finding, 
Translation, Patronage, and the like. 

These rules apply generally to the feasts which are special to 
% country, locality, religious order, <kc.

T HESE, O Lord, are Thy words; and words of so great 
a tenderness, so full of sweetness and love, encourage 
me, when my sins and mine unclean conscience would keep 
mo back from approaching to so great a Sacrament. The 
sweetness of Thy words giveth ine hope, when the multitude 
of mine offencos weigheth me down. 

Thou commandest me to approach with confidence, if I 
would have part with Thee ; and to receive the food of im¬ 
mortality, if 1 desire to have life and glory everlasting.

And similarly, a 
minor feast, a week-day In Advent or I^ent, an Ember or Rogation 
day, or a day within an Octave , is commemorated when superseded 
by a notherfeast. See jyaragraph 6, page xii, and the Table,page xvi 

When, on a Sunday or Semi-double., arte commemoration has been 
made, the 2ml of the Collects ‘ for the Season ’ is omitted ; and when 
l»co commemorations have been made., both those Collects are omitted.

fioaui I. They are ministers of Christ: (I speak as 
one less wise), I am more ; in labours more numerous, 
in prisons more frequent, in stripes above measure, in 
deaths often. Of the .lews five times did I receive 
forty stripes save one ; thrice was I beaten with rods ; 
once was I stoned ; thrice 1 suffered shipwreck ; a night 
and a day was I in the depth of the sea; in journey- 
ingfl often, in j>erila of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
perils from mine own nation, in perils from the Gen- 
tiles, in perils in the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in ]>erils from false brethren. In 
labour and painfnlness, in many watchings, in hunger 
and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and nakedness ; 
l>esides those tilings which are without, my daily in¬ 
stance, the solicitude for all the churches. Who is 
weak, and I am not weak ? Who is scandalised, and 
J am not on fire? If I needs must glory, 1 will glory' 
of the things that concern mine infirmity. The God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who is blessed 
for ever, knoweth that I lie not. At Damascus, the 
governor of the nation under Aretaa the king, guarded 
the city of the Damascenes to apprehend me ; and 
through a window, in a basket, was I let down by the 
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wall, and so escaped his hands. If I must glory, (it is 
not expedient indeed), but I will come to the visions 
and revelations of the Lord. I know a man in Christ 
above, fourteen years ago (whether in the body, I know 
not, or out of the body, I know not : God knoweth) *. 
such an ono rapt even to the third heaven. And I 
know such a man (whether in the body or out of the 
body, I cannot tell: God knoweth): that he was caught 
up into paradise; and heard secret words, which it is not 
lawful for man to utter. For such an one, I will glory ; 
but for myself, I will glory nothing, but in mine infir- 
jiities. For though I should have a mind to glory, I 
shall not be foolish ; for I will say the truth. But I 
forbear, lest any man should think of me above that 
which he seetli in me, or any thing beareth from me. 
And lest the greatness of the revelations should exalt 
me, there was given me a sting of my flesh, an angel of 
Satan, to buffet me. For which thing thrice 1 besought 
*he Lord, that it might depart from me. Ami lie said 
to me, My grace is sufficient for thee ; for power is 
made perfect in weakness. Gladly, therefore, will X 
glory in mine infirmities, that the power of Christ ma\ 
dwell in me.

The lV.don of Our Lord Jesus Christ according to St. Matthew 
Choy* A T that time, Jeans said to His disciples, You know 
M , 1 - T>. tha t after t wo da j s shall be the Pasch, and the Son of 
Man shall be delivered up to N* crucified. Tlien were gnthered 
together the Chief Priests and the Elders of the people, into 
the court of the High Priest, who was called Cniplms ; and 
they consulted together, that bv subtilty they might appre¬ 
hend Jesus, and put Him to death, lint they said. Not on 
tho festival day, lest perhaps there should be a tumult among 
tlie people. And when J« sns was in Betbnnia, in the house 
of Simon the leper, there came to Him u woman having an 
ulalwister l>ox of precious ointment, and poured it on His 
head, as Tie was at table. And the disciples seeing it, had 
indignation, saying. To wbnt purpose is this waste? for this 
might have l>cen sold for much, and given to the poor. And 
Jesus knowing it, said to tln in, Why trouble ye this woman ? 
for sin- hath wrought n good work upon me. Eor the poor 
ye have always with you ; bnt ine yon have not always. Eor 
she, in pouring this ointment upon my l>ody, hath done it 
for my burial. Amen I say to yon, wheresoever this Gospel 
shall be preached in the whole world, that nlso which she 
hath done sliaU he told, for a memory of her. Tin n went 
one of tin* Tw< lve, who was culled Judas Iscariot, to the 
Lliief I’ri'-sts, and said to th< in. What will ye ghe me, and 
I will deliver Iiim unto yon? But they appointed him thirty 
pieces of silver. And from thenceforth he sought opior 
tnnity to lx*tray Him. And on the first day of tlui Un¬ 
leavened Bread the disciples came to Jesus, saying, WUera 
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wilt Thou that we prepare for Thee to eat the Paseh ? But 
Jesus said, Go ye into the city to a certain man, and say to 
him, The Master saith, My time is near at hand, with thee 
will I keep the Pascli with my disciples. And the disciples 
did as Jesus appointed to them; and they prepared the 
Paseh. Now when it was evening, He sat down with His 
twelve disciples. And whilst they were eating, He said, 
Amen I say to you, that one of you is about to betray me. 
And they, being very much troubled, began every one to say, 
Is it I, Lord ? But He answering, said, He that dippetli liis 
iiand with me in the dish, he shall betray me. The Son of 
Man indeed goeth, as it is written of Him ; but woe unto that 
man by whom the Sou of Mail shall be betrayed: it were 
oetter for him, if that man had not been bom. And Judas 
that betrayed Him, answ ering, said, Is it I, Rabbi ? He 
saith to him, Thou hast said it. And whilst they w r ere at 
supper, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and broke: and gave 
to His disciples, and said, Take ye, and eat: this is my Body. 
And taking the chalice, He gave thanks: and gave to them, 
laying, Drink ye all of this. For this is my Blood of the 
tfew Testament, which shall be shed for many, unto reniis- 
rion of sins. And I say unto you, I will not drink hence¬ 
forth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I shall 
drink it with you new in the Kingdom of my Father. And 
a hymn being said, they went out unto mount Olivet. Then 
Jesus saith to them, All you shall be scandalised in me tliis 
night; for it is writt en, I will strike the shepherd, and the 
sheep of the flock shall be scattered : but after I shall be 
risen again, I will go before you into Galilee. And Peter 
.answering, said to Him, Though all lie scandalised in 
Thee, I will never be scandalised. Jesus said to him, Amen 
t say to thee, that this night, before the cock crow% thou wilt 
leny me thrice. Peter saith to Him, Yea, though I should 
ilie with Thee, I will not deny Thee. And in like manner 
said all the disciples. Then Jesus eamewith them into a 
country place w hich is called Gethsemani; and He said to 
His disciples. Sit ye here, while I go yonder and pray. And 
taking with Him Peter and the two sons of Zebedee, He be¬ 
gan to grow sorrowful and to be sad. Then saith He to 
them, My soul is sorrow ful, even unto death; tarry you here, 
and w r atch with me. And going a little farther, He fell upon 
His face, praying, and saying, 0 my Father, if it be possible, 
let this cup pass from me : nevertheless, not as I will, but as 
Thou wilt. And He cometli to His disciples, and findeth 
them asleep: and saith unto Peter, What, could ye not 
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,/atch one hour with m«? Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation. The spirit indeed is willing, hut the 
flesh weak. Again, the second time, lie went, and prayed, 
saying, O iny Father, if tills cup cannot pass away, except 
I drink it, Thy will l>e done. And He cometh again, and 
flndeth them sleeping: f<ir their eyes were heavy. And 
leaving them, He went again : and He prayed the tliird time, 
saying tile same words. Then He cometh to His disciples, 
and saith to them, Sleep now, and take your rest; behold, the 
hour is at hand, and the Son of Man shall be lietrayed into 
the hands of sinners, llise, let us go ; behold, he is at bund 
that will betray me. As He yet spoke, behold Judas, one of 
the Twelve, came : and with him a great multitude, with 
swords ami clubs, sent from the Chief l’riests and the Elders 
of the people. And lie that betrayed Him gave them a sign, 
saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, the same is He ; hold Him 
fast. And forthwith coming to Jesus, he said, Hail, Rabbi; 
and kissed Him. And Jesus said to him, Friend, whereto 
art thou come? Then came they, and laid hands on Jesus, 
and held Him. And behold, one of them that were with 
Jesus, stretching forth his hand, drew his sword, and strik¬ 
ing the servant of the High Priest, cut nlf his ear. Then 
Jesus saith to him. Put up aguin thy sword into its place; 
for all they that take the sword shall ]>erish by the sword. 
Thinkest thou tliat I cannot ask my Father, and He shall 
presently give me more tlian twelve legions of Angels? How 
then snail the Scriptures he fulfilled, that so it must he ? In 
that same hour said Jesus to the multitudes, Are ye come 
out as against a rohlx*r, with swords and clubs, to take me ? 
1 sat daily with you teaching in the Temple, and you laid 
not hands on me. But all this was done, that the Scriptures 
of tlie Prophets might be fulfilled. Then all the disciples 
leaving Him, fled. But they holding Jesus, led Him to 
CttipiuiH the High Priest, where the Scrila-s and Elders were 
assembled. And Peter followed Him afar off, even to the 
court of the High Priest. And going in, he sat with the 
servants, that he might see the end. And the Chief Priests 
and the whole council sought fiilso witness against Jesus, 
that they might put Him to death. And they found not ; 
though many faUe witnesses liad come. And last of nil, 
there came two false witnesses. And they said. This man 
said, I am able to destroy the Temple of God, and in three 
days to build it up again. And the High Priest, rising up, 
said to Him, Answerest thou nothing to the tilings which 
these witness against thee ? But Jesus held His ]x*aco. And 
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the High Priest said to Him, I adjure thee by the Living 
God, that thou tell ns if thou be the Clirist, the Son of Hod. 
Jesus saith to him. Thou hast said it. Nevertheless I say 
to you, Hereafter shall yo see the Son of Man sitting on the 
right hand of the power of God, and coming in the clouds 
of heaven. Then the High Priest rent liis garments, say¬ 
ing, He hath blasphemed; what further need have we of 
witnesses ? Behold, now ye have heard the blasphemy. 
What think ye ? But they answering, said, He is guilty of 
death. Then did they spit in His face, and buffeted Him ; 
and others struck His face with the palms of their hands, 
saying, Prophesy unto us, 0 Clirist, who is he that struck 
thee ? But Peter sat without in the court, and there came 
to him a servant-maid, staying, Thou also wast with Jesus 
the G-alilean. But he denied before them all, saying, I know 
not what thou sayest. And as he went out of the gate, 
another maid saw him, and saith to them that were there. 
This man also was with Jesus of Nazareth. And again he 
denied with an oath I know not the man. And after a little 
while, they came that stood bv, and said to Peter, Surely 
thou also art one of them ; for even thy speech betrayetii 
thee. Then he began to curse and to swear that be knew 
not the man; and immediately the cock crew. And Peter 
remembered the word of Jesus wliich He had said, Before 
the cock crow, thou wilt deny me thrice. And going out, he 
wept bitterly. And when morning was come, all the Chief 
Priests and Elders of the people took counsel against Jesus, 
that they might put Him to death. And they brought Him 
lxmnd, and delivered Him to Pontius Pilate, the Governor. 
Then Judas, who betrayed Him, seeing that He was con¬ 
demned, repenting himself, brought back the thirty pieces 
of silver to the Chief Priests and Elders, saying, I have shi¬ 
ned, in betraying innocent blood. But they said, What is 
that to us? s.M3 thou to that. And casting down the pieces 
of silver in the Temple, he departed ; and went, and hanged 
himself with an halter. But the Chief Priests liming taken 
the pieces of silver, said, It is not lawful to put them into 
the treasury, because it is the price of blood. And after 
they had consulted together, they bought with them the 
potter’s-field, to he a burying-place for strangers. Where¬ 
fore that field was called Haceldama, that is, The Field of 
Blood, even to this day. Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremias the Prophet, saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of Him that was valued, 
whom they valued of the children of Israel; and gave them 
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lor the potter's field, a* the Lord appointed me. And Jesus 
stood lwfore the Governor, and the Governor a.sked Him, 
saving, Art thou the King of the Jews ? Jesus saith to him, 
Thou surest it. And when He was accused by the Chief 
Priests ami Elders, He answered nothing. Then saith Pilate 
to Him, Ilearest thou not how great testimonies they allege 
against thee ? And He answered liim to never a word ; so 
that the Governor mnrvell«Ml greatly. Now upon the solemn 
day the Governor was accustomed to release to the people 
one prisoner, whom they would. And lie had then a notable 
prisoner, that was culled Ihirublms. They therefore being 
gathered together, Pilate said. Whom will ye that I release 
unto yon, Bnnddms, or Jesus that is called Christ ? For he 
knew tl it for envy they had delivered Him. And as he was 
sitting in the place of judgment, his wife sent to him, say¬ 
ing, Have thou nothing to do witn that just man ; for I have 
suffered many tilings this day in a dream because of him. 
But the Chief Priests and Elders persuud<*d the people that 
they should ask Banihhas, ami destroy Jesus. And the 
Governor answering, said to them, Whether will you of the 
two to he released unto you ? But they said, Barahlms. Pilate 
saith to them, What shall T do then with Jesus that is called 
Christ. They all say, Let him he crucified. The Governor 
saith to them, Why, what evil hath he done ? But tl ey 
cried out the more, saying, Let him he crucified. And Pilate 
seeing that he prevailed nothing, hut rutlier that a tumult 
was made : taking water, washed his hands before the people, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood of tliis just man ; see 
yon to it. And the whole i**ople answering, said, His blood 
l*; njxm us, nnd upon our children. Then released he to them 
Barahhas: and having scourged Jesus, delivered Him nnto 
them to Ik; crucified. Then the soldiers of the Governor 
taking Jesus into the hall, guthered together onto Him the 
whole band ; ami stripping Him, put a scarlet cloak almut 
Him. Ami platting n crown of thorns, they put it on His 
head, nml a reed in His right hand. And bowing the knee 
before Him, they mocked Him, saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews. And spitting nj>on Him, they took the reed and struck 
His head. And after they had mocked Him, they took off 
the cloak from Him, and put on Him Hwowti garments, 
and led Him nway to crucify Him. And going out, they 
found a man of Gyrene, named Simon ; him they forced to 
take up His cross. And they came to the place that is 
called Golgotha, which is. Tin- place of Calvary. And they 
gave Him wine to drink mingled vrih gall • and when He had 
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tasted, He would not drink. And after they had crucified 
Him, they divided His garments, casting lots ; that it might 
he fulfilled which was spoken by the Prophet, saying, They 
parted my garments among them, and upon my vesture did 
they cast lots. And sitting, they watched Him. And they 
put over His head His cause, written. This is Jesus, the 
King of the Jews. Then were crucified with Him two- 
thieves, one on the right hand, and one on the left. And 
they that passed by, blasphemed Him, wagging their heads, 
and saying, Yah, thou that destroyest the Temple of God, 
and in three days doth rebuild it, save thine own self. If 
thou be the Son of God, conic down from the cross. In like 
manner also the Chief Priests with the Scribes and Elders¬ 
mocking, said, He saved others, himself he cannot save.; 
if lie be the King of Israel, let him now come down from the 
cross, and we will believe him; he trusted in God, let Him 
now deliver him if He will have him ; for lie said, I am the 
Son of God. And the same thing the thieves also, that were 
crucified with Hi m, reproached Him with. Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over the whole earth, until the ninth 
hour. Andabout the ninth hour, Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabactliani ? that is, My God, My God, 
why hast Thou forsaken me ? And some that stood there, 
and heard, said, This man calleth Elias. And immediately 
one of them running, tqok a sponge, and filled it with vine¬ 
gar, and put it on a reed, and gave Him to drink. And the 
others said, Let lxi; let ns see whether Elias will come to 
deliver Him. And Jesus agjiin crying with a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghost. (Here kneel and pause a little.) And 
behold, the veil of the Temple was rent hi twain, from the 
top to the bottom ; and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
were rent; and the graves were opened, and many bodies 
of the saints that had slept arose, and coming out of the 
tombs after His resurrection, came into the holy city, and 
appeared to many. Now the Centurion and they that were 
with him watclring Jesus, having seen the earthquake, 
and the tliingslhat were done, feared greatly, saying, Truly, 
tliis was the Son of God. And there were many women 
afar off, who had followed Jesus from Galilee, ministering 
unto Him ; among whom was Mary Magdalen, and Mary the 
mother of James and Joseph, and the mother of the sons of 
Zebedee. And when it was evening, there came a certain 
rich man of Arimatliea, named Joseph, who also himself 
w.is a disciple of Jesus. He went to Pilate, and asked the 
body Jesus. Then Pilate commanded that the body 
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should be delivered. And Joseph taking the l>ody, wrapt it 
up in n clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own new monu¬ 
ment, which he had hewn out in a rock; and he rolled a 
great stone to the door of the monument, and went his way. 
And there was there Mary Magdalen, and the other Mary, 
sitting over against the sepulchre.

Epistle , TJRETHREN, When ye come together into one 
1 Cor. ll. Jj place, it is not now to eat the Lord’s sup¬ 
per. For every one taketh before his own supper to 
eat. And one indeed is hungry, and another is drunk. 
What ? have ye not houses to eat and drink in ? Or 
despise ye the Church of God, and put them to shame 
that have not ? What shall I say to you ? Do I praise 
you ? In this I praise you not. For I have received 
of the Lord that which also I delivered unto you ; that 
the Lord Jesus, the same night in which He was be¬ 
trayed, took bread, and giving thanH, broke, and said, 
Take ye, and eat; this is my bod* which shall be 
delivered for you ; this do in remeinomnce of me. In 
like manner also the chalice, after Pie had supped, say¬ 
ing, This chalice is the New Testament in my blood ; 
this do ye, as often as ye shall drink it, in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye shall eat this Bread, and 
drink the Chalice, ye shall shew the death of the Lord 
until He come. Therefore, whosoever shall eat this 
Bread, or drink the Chalice of the Lord unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the Body and of the Blood of the 
Lord. But let a man prove himself ; and so let him 
eat of that Bread, and drink of the Chalice. P’or he 
that eateth and drinketh unw'orthily, eateth and 
drinketh judgment to himself; not discerning the 
Body of the Lord. Therefore are there many infirm 
and weak among you, and many sleep. But if we 
would judge ourselves, we should not be judged. But 
whilst we are judged, we are chastised by the Lord, 
that we be not condemned with this world.

I N those days, The Lord said unto Moses and Aaron 
in the land of Egypt, This month shall he to you

of the year. Speak re to the whole assembly of the child¬ 
ren of Israel, and say to them, On the tenth day of this 
month let every man take a land* by their families and 
houses, lint if the number l*c less than may suffice to cat 
the lamb, he shall take unto him his neighbour that joineth 
to his bouse, according to the number of souls which may 
lx* enough to eat the lamb. And it shall be a lamb without 
blemish, a male of one year ; according to which rite, also, 
ye shall take a kid. And ye shall keep it until the foul 
teentli day of this month ; and the whole multitude of the 
children of Israel shall sacrifice it in the evening. And 
they shall take of the blood thereof, and put it upon both 
the side-j*osts and on the upper door-posts of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. And they shall eat the flesh that 
night roasted at the fire, and unleavened bread, with wild 
lettuce. Ye shall not eat thereof any thing raw, nor 
Ixuled in water, but only roasted at the fire ; ye shall eat 
the head with the feet ami entrails thereof. Neither shall 
there remain any thing of it until the morning. If there 
lx* anything left, ye shall burn it with fire. And thus shall 
ye eat it: ye shall gird your reins, and ye shall liavo 
shoes on your feet, holding staves in your hands, and ye 
shall eat iu hnste ;.for it is the Phase (that is, the Passage) 
of the Ivord.

The Passion of Our Lord Jesus Christ according to 
St. John, c. 18 and ID. 

4 T that time, Jesus went forth with His disciples over 
A the brook Cedron, where there was a garden, into 
which He entered with His disciples. And Judas also, 
who betrayed Him, knew the place; because Jesus had 
often resorted thither together with His disciples. Judas 
therefore, having received a band of soldiers, and servants 
from the Chief Priests and the Pharisees, coineth thither 
with lanterns, and torches, and weapons, Jesus, therefore, 
knowing all tilings that should come upon Him, went forth, 
and said to them, Whom seek ye ? They answered Him, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saitli to them, I am He. And 
Judas also, who betrayed Him, stood with them. As soon, 
therefore, as He had said to them, I am he, they went 
backward, and tell to the ground. Again, therefore, He 
asked them, Whom seek ye ? And they said, Jesus of 
Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told you that I am He : 
if, therefore, ye seek me, lot these go their way. That the 
word might be fulfilled which lie said, Of them whom Tliou 
hast given me, I have not lost any one. Then Simon Peter 
having a sword, drew it, and struck the servant of the High 
Priest, and cut off his right ear. And the name of the ser¬ 
vant was Malchus. Jesus therefore said to Peter, Put up 
thy sword into its scabbard : the cup which my Father hath 
given me, shall I not drink it ? Then the hand, and the 
tribune, and the servants of the Jews took Jesus, and bound 
Him ; and led Him away to Annas first, for he was father- 
iu-law to Caiphas, who was the High Priest of that year. 
Now Caiphas was he who had given the counsel to the Jews. 
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that it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. And Sirnou Peter followed Jesus, and so did another 
disciple ; and that disciple was known to the High Priest, 
and went in with Jesus into the eonrt of the High Priest. 
But Peter stood at the door without The other disciple, 
therefore, who was known to the High Priest, went out, and 
Bpoke to the portress, and brought in Peter. The maid, 
therefore, that was portress, saitli to Peter, Art not thou 
also one of this man’s disciples ? He saitli, I am not. Now 
tlie servants and ministers stood at a fire of coals, because 
it was Cold, and wanned themselves; and with them was 
Peter also standing, and warming himself. The High Priest 
therefore asked Jesus of His disciples, and of His doctrine. 
Jesus answered him, I have sjioken openly to the world ; I 
have always taught in the synagogue, and in the Temple, 
whither all the Jews resort; and in secret I have spoken 
nothing. Why askest tliou me ? ask them that lieanl what 
1 have spoken unto them : behold, they know what things I 
have said. And when He had said these things, one of the 
servants standing by guve Jesus a blow, saying, Auswerest 
tlion the High Priest so? Jesus answered him. If I have 
spoken evil, give testimony of the evil; Uit if well, why 
strikest thou ino? And Annas sent Him lsxnid to Caiplms the 
High Priest. And Simon Peter was standing, and wanning 
himself. They said therefore to him. Art not thou also one 
of his disciples ? He denied it, and said, I am not. One of 
the servants of the High Priest, a kinsman to him whose ear 
Peter cut oil, saitli to him, Did not I see thee in the garden 
with him? Again therefore Peter denied ; and imme¬ 
diately the cock crew. Then W they Jesus from Cniphus 
to the Governor's lialL And it was morning; and they 
went not into the hall, that they might not be defiled, but 
that they might eat tin* Pascli. Pilate therefore went out 
to them, and said, What accusation bring ye against this 
man? They answered, and said to him. If lie were not a 
malefactor, we would not have delivered him up to thee. 
Pilate therefore said to them. Take yo him, and judge him 
according to your law. The Jews therefore said to him, It 
is not lawful for us to put any rmyi to death. That the 
word of Jesus might 1*> fulfilled which He said, signifying 
what death He should die. Pilate, therefore, went into the 
hull again, and called Jesus, and said to Him, Art tliou the 
King of the Jews ? Jesus answered, Sayest thou this tiling 
of thyself, or have others told it tlieo of me ? pilate an¬ 
swered, Ain I a Jew? Thine owu nation and tho Chief 
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Priests have delivered thee up to me : what hast thou done • 
Jesus answered, My kingdom is not of this world. If my 
kingdom were of this world, my servants would certainly 
strive that I should not be delivered to the Jews ; but now 
my kingdom is not from hence. Pilate therefore said to 
him, Art thon a king, then ? Jesus answered, Thou sayest 
that I am a king. For this was I born, and for this came I 
into the world, that I should give testimony to the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth, hearetli my voice. Pilate 
saith to Him, What is truth ? And when he had said this, 
he went cut again to the Jews, and saith to them, I find no 
cause in him. But ye have a custom that I should release 
one unto you at the Pasch : will ye therefore that I release 
unto yon the King of the Jews ? Then cried they all again, 
saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a 
robber. Then therefore, Pilate took Jesus and scourged 
Him. And the soldiers platting a crown of thorns, put it 
upon His head ; and they put on Him a purple garment. 
And they came to Him, and said, Hail, King of the Jews: 
and they struck Him. Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith to them, Behold, I bring him forth unto you, that 
ye may know that I find no cause in him. (Jesus therefore 
came forth, bearing the crown of thorns and the purple gar¬ 
ment.) And lie saitli to them, Behold the Man. When the 
Chief Priests, therefore, and the servants had seen Him, 
they cried out, saying, Crucify him, crucify him! Pilate 
saith to them, Take ye him, and crucify him: for I find no 
cause in him. The Jews answered him, We have a law. and 
according to the law he ought to die, because he made him¬ 
self the Son of God. When Pilate therefore had heard this 
saying he feared the more. And he entered into the hall 
again, and said to Jesus, Whence art thou ? But Jesus gave 
him no answer. Pilate therefore saith to Him, Speakest 
thou not to me ? Knowest thou not that I have power to 
crucify thee, and have power to release thee ? Jesus an¬ 
swered, Thou couldest have no power against me, nnless it 
were given thee from above. Therefore he that delivered 
me to thee, hath the greater sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release Him. But the Jews cried out, say¬ 
ing, If thon release this man, thou art not Caesar’s friend. 
For whosoever maketh himself a king, speaketh against 
Casar. Now when Pilate had heard these words, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat, in the 
place that is called Litliostrotos, and in Hebrew*, Gabbatha. 
And it was the Parasceve of the P&sch, about the sixth

hour : and lie saith to the Jews, Behold your King. But 
they cried out, Away with him, away with him, crucify him i 
Pilate Httith to them. Shall I crucify your King ? The Chief 
Priests answered, We have no king hut Casar. Then, 
therefore, he delivered Him to them to he crucified. Aud 
they took Jesus, aud led Him forth: and hearing His own 
cross. He went forth to that place which is called Calvary, 
imt in Hebrew, Golgotha: where they crucified Him, and 
with Him two others, one on each aide, and Jesus in the 
midst. And Pilate wrote a title also, and nut it on the 
cross: aud the writing was, Jesus of Nazareth, the King of 
the Jews. This title therefore many of the Jews did read, 
lieeause the place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to 
he city ; uml it was written in Hebrew, in Greek, and 
in Latin. Then the Chief Priests of the Jews said to 
Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews: but that he 
said. I mil King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What l 
hrve written, I have written. The soldiers, therefore, w he n 
they had crucified Him, took His garments (aud made four 
parts, to every soldier a parti, and also His coat. Now the 
coat was without scam, woven from the top throughout. 
They said therefore oue to another, Let us not cut it, but 
cast lots for it, whose it shall lx?; that the Scripture might 
he fulfilled, saying, They parted my garments among them, 
and for my vesture they cast lots. And the soldiers indeed 
did these things. Now there stood by the cross of Jesus, 
His mother and His mother’s sister, Mary of Chophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw His mother, 
and the disciple standing whom He loved. He saith to His 
mother, Woman, behold thy soil. After that, He saith to 
the dis ajde, Behold thy mother. And from that hour the 
disciple took her to his own. Afterwards, Jesus knowing 
that all things were now accomplished, that the Scripture 
might 1x3 fulfilled, said, I thirst. Now there was a vessel set 
there full of vinegar: uml they, putting a sponge full of 
vinegar alsmt hyssop, put it to llis r s>uth. When Jesi s 
therefore had taken the vinegar, II i said, It is accom¬ 
plished. And Isnving His head, gave un the ghost. (Here 
lurel ami jiaunr.) Then the Jews (because it was the 
Parasceve), that the bodies might not remain upon the 
cross on the Sabbath-day (for that was a great Sabbath 
day), licsought IMlate that their legs might be broken, and 
that they lujght la* taken away. The soldiers, therefore, 
came; and they broko the legs of the first, and of the other 
that was crucified w ith Him But alter they w ere come to 
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.Jesus, when they saw that He was already dead, they di<l 
»iofc break His legs: but one of the soldiers, with a spear, 
opened His side, and immediately there came out blood and 
water. And he that saw it hath given testimony, and his 
testimony is true : and he knoweth that he saith true, that 
fe also may believe. For these things were done that the- 
Scripture might be fulfilled, Not one bone of Him shall ye 
break. And again another Scripture saith, They shall look 
upon Him whom they pierced. 

Here the Munda cor, page 7. is said. 

A ND after these things, Joseph of Arimathea (because 
he was a disciple of Jesus ; but secretly, for fear 
of the Jews), besought Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jesus. And Pilate gave leave. He came, 
therefore, and took away the body of Jesus. And 
Nicodemus also came, he who at the first came to Jesus 
by night; bringing a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about 
an hundred pound weight. They took therefore the 
body of Jesus, and bound it in linen cloths, with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. Now 
there was, in the place where He was crucified, a 
garden ; and in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
.10 man yet had been laid. There, therefore, because 
of the Parasceve of the Jews, they laid Jesus, because 
the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

The Priest , standing at the Epistle side of the Altar , thereupon- 
chants the following Prayers.

Easier Sunday. Thus Mass was not celebrated either on Good Fridas 
or Holy Saturday ; and the Matt now celebrated on Holy Saturday u 
by origin the First Mass of Easter Sunday, the Mass of the Hour of 
the Resurrection. Dating from the Eleventh Century this Mass has 
been gradually anticipated , until noio it has been brought to the 
morning of Holy Saturday. 

The history of the Service thus explains the references to 1 night,' 
which will be found in the prayers and services of Holy Saturday. 

The Services for Tub Blessino ok the New Fire, and of The 
Paschal Candle; as alto the Prophecies, or Lessons from Holy 
Scripture, will be found in the Supplement, page S. 83. 

The Blessing of the Font. 

After the reading of the Prophecies, the Priest, in Churches where 
there it a Font, puts on a violet cope, and, preceded by the Cross and 
candles, and the Paschal Candle, and accompanied by the Clergy and 
Attendants, goes to the Baptistery. Meanwhile is sung the Tract:

The Greater Rogation Day is on the 25 th of April (the Fea*t qf 
St. Mark), when the Station in Pome is at St. Peter’*. —But *hould 
Easter Day fall on the 25 th of April, the Rogation is transferred U 
Easter Tuesday. 

The Lesser Rogation Days are on the Monday, Tuesday am> 
Wednesday before Ascension Day: when the Stations are respectively 
at St. Mary Major's, at St. John's Lateran, and at St. Peter’s. 

On these days the Litany of the Saints (with Psalm 69 and the other 
Prayers), page xli, is said, when possible, in procession : principally 
to implore the blessing of God on the fruits of the earth—the proces¬ 
sion in country places going through the fields. When said in Proce *- 
sion, each invocation of the Litany should first be sung by cantors, and 
then repeated by all. 

After the Procession a special Mass is sung, as given below If a 
double or semi-double feast fail on any of these days, the Missed pre¬ 
scribes that in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches two Masses (both in 
choir) be said—one after Terce , of the Feast, the other after None, of 
the Rogation. Where there is no Procession and one Mass only is 
said, it is of the Feast, with a commemoration of the Rogation.—See 
Note VI., Cl.

Gloria in excelsis is said.—The 2nd Collect 
n of the Rogation and the 3rd of the B. V Mary ; but tn Cathedral 
Churches (where the Rogation Mass is likewise sung) they are both ao- 
tording to the season, see page 5.

And cry¬ 
ing out, and greatly tearing him, he went out of him; and he 
became as dead, so that many said, He is dead. But Jesus 
taking him by the hand, lifted him up ; and he arose. And 
when He was come into the house, His disciplea secretly 
jsked Him, Why could not we cast him out? And He said 
to them, This kind can go out by nothing, but by prayer 
and fasting.

Fvittle, HRETHREN : There was a tabernacle made, the 
Urb. 9 Jj firgt, wherein were the candlesticks, and the 
tabic, and the setting forth of loaves, which is called the 
Holy. And after the second veil, the tabernacle, which is 
called the Holy of Holies: having the golden censer, and 
the ark of the covenant covered about on every part with 
gold, in which was the golden pot which had manna, and 
the rod of Aaron that had blossomed, and the Tubles of the 
covenant. And over it were the Cherubim of glory, over* 
shadowing the propitiatory: of which it is not needful to 
speak now particularly. Now these things being thus 
ordered, into the first tabernacle the priests indeed always 
entered, accomplishing tbe offices of sacrifices. But into 
the second, the High-Priest alone, once a year * not without 
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blood, which he ofleretb for his own, and the people's ignor¬ 
ance : the Holy Ghost signifying this, that the way into the 
Holies was not yet made manifest, whilst the former taber¬ 
nacle was yet standing. Which is a parable of the time 
present: according to which gifts and sacrifices are offered, 
which cannot, as to the conscience, make him perfect that 
serveth, only in meats and in drinks, and divers washings, 
and justices of the flesh laid on them until the time of cor¬ 
rection. But Christ, being come an high-priest of the good 
things to come, by a greater and more perfect tabernacle 
not made with hand, that is, not of this creation: neither 
by the blood of goats, or of calves, bnt by His own blood, 
entered once into the Holies, having obtained eternal re¬ 
demption.

The Benedictine Rubrics, as sanctioned for the ‘ Con¬ 
federated Benedictines ’ by the Holy See under decree of 
April 28, 1915, conform to the Rubrics of the Roman 
Missal on the following points—namely : 

1. The precedence of the Sunday (which, in the English 
Congregation of the Order, retains the rank of greater- 
double, instead of semi-double only as in the Roman and 
in the General Benedictine Calendar). Note V., p. xii. 

2. The transfer of 1st and 2nd class doubles when 
clashing with privileged Sundays, feasts, and other days. 
Note VII., clauses 4, 5, p. xvi. 

3. The commemoration only, or even omission, of 
feasts of a rank inferior to 2nd class doubles when 
clashing with Sundays or with feasts of higher rank. 
Note VIL, els. 6, 7, p. xvi. 

4. The liberty, when certain feast3 happen to fall on 
certain ferias, of saying Low or Private Masses either of 
such feast or of the feria. Note VI., els. 2, 3, p. xv. 

5. The saying of Requiem and Votive Masses. Notes 
X., XI., pp. xviia, xviift. 

6. The suppression of all Votive Offices and Masses 
hitherto sanctioned as substitutes for certain ferial Offices 
and Masses. (Hence the Votive Mass of St. Benedict, 
and that of St. Scholastica, can in future only be said 
under the ordinary rules. Noto XI., p. xvii?>.) 

On tho other hand, it may be noted that— 

(a) The rank of semi double is now retained only for 
Sundays and certain ferias, and for days ‘within an 
octave’; that of simple , for ferial Offices only, and for 
the last day of the octave of a 2nd class double. 

(b) For many feasts there is a new rank—that 

4 Memoria,' 4 remembrance.’ On such a feast the Breviary 
Office is entirely ferial, the ‘remembrance’ of the feast 
being limited to a commemoration in the 1st Vespers and 
in Lauds; but Mass (if the Feria is not a Greater Feria) 
is of the 4 Memoria’ feast, with a commemoration of the 
Feria, and a 3rd Collect varying with tho Season (p. 5). 

(c) Any Greater-Feria which has a proper Mass (t.c., 
a Lenten fo*-«a, an Embtr-dav, Rogation Monday) is, 
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when clashing with, to be preferred to a greater- or a 
leaser-doable, to a day within a Common Octave, or one 
of the 3rd Order (Note IX., p. xvii), and to a ‘ Memoria’ 
feast; all such feasts being then only commemorated. 

(d) The feriaa from Septuagesiuia to Ash Wednesday 
are Greater-Ferias, similar to those of Advent. And, 
thongh on the Saturdays after Septaagesima and Sexa- 
gesima the Breviary Office be of the feria, yet the 
Principal Mass is to bo of ' St. Mary on the Saturday ’— 
viz., the Maes of theB. V. Mary, varying with the current 
Season, given at the beginning of the Common of Saints. 

(e) Speaking generally, the only feasti observed by 
Benedictines outside those of their own Calendars are: 
the Titular and Dedication feasts of the diocesan cathe¬ 
dral, and the Principal Patronal feasts of the town, city, 
diocese, province, or country of their residence; these 
feasts are observed as doubles of the 1st class, but with¬ 
out octaves. (The diocesan feasts of England are «siven 
in a Table at tno end of the English Appendix.)

In this Appendix the feasts are shown as now observed by 
the Secular Clergy according to the revised Calendar 
approved by thu Holy See under date of July 28, 1914. 

Subject to the divergencies detailed in this Appendix, the 
Secular Clergy follow the General Calendar, pHgo xix: ho tha' 
on any d*y to which a feast is not assigned in this Appendix, the 
feast to be observed, tranaforred, commemorated, or suppressed, 
is the same as that entered in tho General Calendar, page xix. 

When both in the General Calendar and also in this Appendix, 
feasts are shown as falling on the same day, the Irish feast is, 
■peaking generally, given precedence, tho other feasts being 
commemorated ; as to which, and to tho liberty of choico left to 
tho Priest in Private or Low Miisses, see Note VII., CL 8 , p. xvia. 

The Patronal Feast of a Diocese, and the Titular and 
Dedication Anniversary feasts of its Cathedral, are observed In 
such Diocese during an Octave— i.e., eight davs. 8o, too, are 
the Patronal or Titular and Dedication feasts of a Church 
observed in such Church during an Octave; and so also the 
Patronal feast of a city or locality, in such city or locality. 
S«o also Note IX, Cl. 4, 5, p. xviia 

Commemoration s.—All Sundays and all Week-days 
in Advent or Lent are commemorated if Mass is of a feast. 
If, on the ' Middle-days’ of an octave, Mass Is of some other 
feast, the octavo is, as a rule, commemorated (Note IX, page xvlla, 
and tho Table, page xvii/). 

Tho Regular Clergv (».«., the Roligioua Orders and 
Congregations) mostly have tholr own Calendars, and there 
is no general rule oh to the observance of tho feasts of Irish 
Saints ; but they are bound to observe the Titular and Anui- 
versary Dedication feasts of the Diocesan Cathedral as doubles 
of the 1st Class, but without octaves; as also the principal 
Patronal feasts of the Diocese or locality.

Who answered, As the Lord 
thy God liveth, I have no bread, but only a handful of meal 
in a pot, and a little oil in a cruse : behold I am gathering 
two sticks that I may go in and dress it, for me and my 
soil, that we may eat it and die. And Elias said to her, 
Fear not, but go, und d«_ as thou hast said : but first make 
for me of the same meal a little hearth-cake, and bring it tc 
me : and after make for thyself and thy sou. For thus 
saitli the Lord God of Israel, The pot of meal shall not 
waste, nor shall the cruse of oil he diminished, until the day 
wherein the Lord shall give rain upon the face of the earth. 
She went and did according to the word of Elias: and he ute, 
and she, and her house: and from that day the pot of meal 
wasted not, and the cruse of oil was not diminished, accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord, which He spoke in the hand 
of Elios.

For one is your Master, and all ye 
are brethren. And call none your father upon earth: for 
one is your Father, who is in heaven. Neither he ye called 
masters : for one is 3 *our Master, Christ. He that is the 
greatest among you shall be your servant. And whosoever 
shall exult himself, shall be humbled: and he that shall 
humble himself, shall be exalted.

Lesson^ TN those days, Rebecca said to her son Jacob, I 
(icn. 27. J heard thy father talking with Esau thy brother, 
and saying to him, Bring me of thy hunting, and make me 
meats that I may eat, and bless thee in the sight of the Lord, 
before I die. Now, therefore, my son, follow my counsel: 
and going thy way to the flock, bring me two kids of the 
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test, that I may make of them meat for thy father, such as 
he gladly eateth: which when thou hast brought in, and 
he hath eaten, he may bless thee before be die. And he 
answered her, Thou knowest that Esau my brother is a 
hairy man, and I am smooth. If my father shall feel me 
and perceive it, I fear lest lie will tliink I would have mocked 
him, and I sbull bring upon me a curso instead of a blessing. 
And his mother said to him, Upon me be this curse, my 
son: only hear thou my voice, and go, fetch me the tilings 
which I have said. He went, and brought, and gave them 
to his mother. She dressed meats, such as she knew his 
father liked. And she put on him very good gnrments of 
Esau, which she had at home with her : and the little skins 
of the kids she put about his hands, and covered the bare of 
his neck. And she gave him the savoury meat, and delivered 
him bread tliat she had baked. Which when he had carried 
in, he said, My father ? But ho answered, I hear. Who art 
thou, my son? And Jacob said, I am Esau thy first-born : 
I have done as thou didst command me: arise, sit, and eat 
of my venison, that thy soul may bless me. And Isaac said 
to liis son, IIow couldst thou find it so quickly, my son ? 
He answered, It was the will of God that what I sought 
came quickly in my way. And Isaac said, Come hither, 
that I may feel thee, my son, and may prove whether thou 
be my son Esau, or not. He came near to bis father, and 
when he had felt him, Isaac said, The voice indeed is the 
voice of Jacob : but the hands, are the hands of Esau. And 
he knew liirn not, because his hairy hands made him like 
to the elder. Then blessing him, he said, Art thou my son 
Esau ? He onsw ered, I am. Then he said, Bring me the 
meats of thy hunting, my son, that my soul may bless tliee. 
And when they were brought, and he had eaten, he offered 
him wine also; which after he had drunk, he said to him, 
Come near me, and give mo a kiss, my son. He came near, 
and kissed him. And immediately as he smelled the frag¬ 
rant smell of his garments, blessing him, he said, Behold 
the smell of my son is as the smell of a plentiful field, which 
the I,ord hath blessed. God give thee of the dew of heaven, 
and of the fatness of the earth, abundance of corn and 
wine. And let peoples serve tliee, and trites worship thee: 
be thou lord of thy brethren, and let thy mother's children 
tew down tefore thee. Cursed lx? he that curseth thee : and 
let him that blesseth thee, be filled with blessings. Isaac 
bad scarce ended his words, when Jacob being now gone out 
abroad. Esau caine, and brought into bis father meats made 
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of wliat he had taken in hunting, saying, Arise, my father, 
and eat of thy son’s venison ; that thy soul may bless me. 
And Isaac said to him, Why! who art thou ? He answered, 
I am thy first-born son Esau. Isaac was struck with fear, 
and astonished exceedingly: and wondering beyond what 
can be believed, said, Who is he then that even now brought 
me venison that he had taken ; and I ate of all before thou 
earnest ? and I have blessed him, and he shall be blessed. 
Esau having heard his father’s words, roared out with a 
great cry: and being in a great consternation, said, Bless 
me also, my father. And he said, Thy brother came de¬ 
ceitfully and got thy blessing. But he said again, Rightly 
is his name called Jacob ; for he hath supplanted me, lo ? this 
second time : my first birth-right lie took away before, and 
now this second time he hath stolen away my blessing. 
And again he said to his father. Hast thou not reserved mo 
also a blessing ? Isaac answered, I have appointed him tliy 
lord, and have made all liis brethren his servants: I have 
established him with corn and wine; and after this, what 
shall I do more for tliec, my son ? And Esau said to him, 
Hast thou only one blessing, father ? I beseech thee bless 
me also. And when he wept with a loud cry, Isaac being 
moved, said to him, In the fat of the earth, and in the dew 
of heaven from above, shall thy blessing be. 

Grad. It is good to give praise unto the Lord, and to make 
melody to Thy Name, 0 Most High.—To shew forth Thy 
mercy in the morning, and Thy truth through the night. 
Gospel, i T that time, Jesus spoke this parable to the 
Luke 15. j\_ Pharisees and Scribes : A certain man had two 
sons ; and the younger of them said to his father, Father, 
give me the portion of substance that falleth to me. And 
he divided unto them his substance. And not many days 
ufter, the younger son, gathering all together, went abroad 
into a far country, and there wasted his substance living 
riotously. And after he had spent all, there came a mighty 
famine in that country, and he began to be in want. And 
he w’ent and cleaved to ono of the citizens of that country. 
And he sent him into his farm to feed swine. And he would 
fain have filled his belly with the husks the swine did eat; 
and no man gave unto him. And returning to himself, he 
said, How many hired servants in my father’s house abound 
with bread, and I here perish with hunger ? I will arise, 
and ,rill go to my father, and say to him, Father, I have 
sinned against heaven and before tliee : I am not now 7 worthy 
to be called thy son : make me as one thy hired servants. 
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And rising up be came to his father. And when he tvas yet 
a great way off, his father saw liirft, and was moved with 
compassion, and running to him fell upon his neck and 
kissed Iiiiu. And the son said to Iiim, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and before tliec, I am not now worthy to he 
called thy son. But the father said to his servants, Bring 
forth quickly the first robe, and put it on him; and put a 
ring on Ids hand, and shoes on his feet ; and bring hither 
the fatted calf, and kill it, and let Us eat and make merry: 
because this my son w as dead, and is come to life again : was 
lost, and is found. And they began to he merry. Now r his 
elder son was in the field, and when he came and drew nigh 
unto the house, he heard music and dancing : and lie colled 
one of the servants, and asked what these things meant. 
And he said to him, Thy brother is come, and thy father 
hath killed the fatted CAlf, because he hath received him safe. 
And he was angry, and would not go in. His father there¬ 
fore coming out, began to entreat him. And he answering, 
said to his father, Behold, for so many years do I serve 
tliec, and have never transgressed thy commandment; and 
yet thon hast never given me a kid to make merry with my 
friends ; but as soon as this tby son is come, who hath de¬ 
voured his substance with harlots, thou host killed for him 
the fattod calf. But he said to him, Son, thou art aiv>,.ys 
with me, and all 1 have is thine. But it was fit that we 
should make merry and be glad, for this thy brother w'as 
dead, and is come to life again; he was lost, and is found. 

Ojfert. Enlighten mine eyes, that I may never sleep in 
death; that mine enemy ihay never sny, I have prevailed 
against him. 

S'crtr, i PPEASEil by these Sacrifices, do Thou, wo bo¬ 
il seech Thee, O Jx>r<l, grant that we w ho pray to 
lie absolved from our own sins, may not be burdened with 
those of others*.

leper. Now there had gone out robbers from Syria, and had 
led away captive out of the land of Israel a little maid, and 
she waited upon Naaman’s wife. And she said to her mis¬ 
tress, I wish my master had been with the Prophet, that is 
in Samaria: he would certainly have healed him of the 
leprosy which he hath. Then Naarnan went in to his lord, 
und told him, saying, Thus and thus said the girl from 
the land of Israel. And the king of Syria said to him, Go, 
and I will send a letter to the king of Israel. And he de¬ 
parted, and took with him ten talents of silver, and six 
thousand pieces of gold, and ten changes of raiment, and 
brought the letter to the king of Israel, in these words, 
When thou shalt receive this letter, know that I have sent 
to thee Naarnan my servant, that thou mayest heal him of 
his leprosy. And when the king of Israel had read the 
letter, he rent his garments, and said, Am I God, to be able 
to kill and give life, that this man hath sent to me, to 
heal a man of his leprosy ? Mark, and see how he seeketh 
occasions against me. And when Eliseus the man of God 
had heard this, to wit, that the king of Israel had rent his 
garments, he sent to him, saying, Why hast thou rent thy 
garments ? Let him come to me, and know that there is a 
Prophet in Israel. So Naarnan came with liis horses and 
chariots, and stood at the door of the house of Eliseus; 
an l Eliseus sent a messenger to him, saying, Go, and wash 
seven times in the Jordan, and thy flesh shall recover health, 
and thou shalt be clean. Naarnan was angry and went away, 
saying, I thought he would have come out to me, and stand- 
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iii}' would have invoked the Name of the Lord his God, and 
touched with his hand the place of the leprosy, and healed 
me. Are not the Abana and Pharpliar, rivers of Damas¬ 
cus, 1 >etter than all the waters of Israel, that I may wash in 
them, and lie made clean ? So as he turned, and was going 
away with indignation, his servants came to him, and said to 
him, Father, even if the Prophet had bid thee do some p eat 
thing, surely thou skouldest have done it: how much rather 
what he now hath said to thee, Wash, ami thou shalt ha 
clean? Then he went down, and washed in the Jordan 
seven times, according to the word of the man of God ; and 
his llesh was restored, like the flesh of a little child, and he 
w as made clean. And returning to the man of God with all 
Lis train, he ciunc, and stood before him, and said, In truth, 
[ know there is no other God in all the earth, hut only in 
Israel.

And they rose up and thrust 
Him out of the city: and they brought Him to the brow of 
the lull, whereon their city was built, that they might cast 
Him down headlong. But He passing through the midst 
of them, went llis way.

And 
Moses and Auron leaving the multitude, went into the tal>er* 
nacle of the covenant, and fell fiat ujmn the ground, and 
cried to the Lord, and said, O Ix>rd God, hear the cry of this 
people, and open to them Thy treasure, a fountain of living 
water, that Iming satisfied they niav cease to iiiunnur. And 
tlie glory of the Lord appeared over them. And the Ix'rd 
sjHike to Moses, saying, Take the rod, and assemble the 
people together, thon and Aaron thy brother, and speak to 
the rock before them, und it shall yield waters. And when 
thou hast brought forth water out of the rock, all the multi¬ 
tude and their cattle shall drink. Moses therefore took the 
rod, which was before the Jxird.as He hail commanded him: 
and having gathered together the multitude tx-fore the rwk,

And when 
Moses had lifted up his hand, and struck the rock twice with 
the rod, there came forth water in great abundance, so that 
the people and their cattle drank.

This is 
the Water of Contradiction, where the children of Israel 
strove with words against the Lord, and He was sanctified 
in them.

Gospel, t T that time, Jesus came to a city of Samaria 
John 4. which is called Sichar, near the land which 
Jacob gave to his son Joseph. Now Jacob's well was there. 
Jesus therefore, being wearied with His journey, sat thus 
on the well. It was about the sixth hour. There cometh a 
woman of Samaria to draw water. Jesus saitli to her, 
Give me to drink. (For His disciples were gone into the 
city to buy meats.) Then that Samaritan woman saith to 
Him, How dost thou, being a Jew, ask of me to drink, who 
am a Samaritan woman ? For the Jews do not communi¬ 
cate with the Samaritans. Jesus answered, and said to her. 
If thou didst know the gift of God, and who it is that saith 
to thee. Give me to drink, thou wouldest perhaps have asked 
of Him, and He would have given thee living water. The 
woman saitli to Him, Sir, thou hast nothing wherein to 
draw, and the well is deep: from whence then hast thou 
living water? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, who 
gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and his child¬ 
ren, and liis cattle ? Jesus answered, and said to her, Who¬ 
soever drinketh of this water, shall tliirst again; but he 
>( that shall drink of the w r ater that I will give him, shall not 
thirst for ever: but the water that I w r ill give him, shall be¬ 
come in him a fountain of w*atcr springing up into life ever¬ 
lasting. The woman saith to Him, Sir, give me this w r ater, 
that I may not tliirst, nor come hither to draw. Jesus saitli 
to her, Go, call thy husband, and come hither. The woman 
answered, and said, I have no husband. Jesus saith to her, 
Thou hast said well, I have no husband : for thou hast had 
five husbands : and he whom thou now hast is not. thy hus¬ 
band. This thou hast said truly. The woman saith to Him, 
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Sir, I perceive that thou art a Prophet. Our fathers adored 
im this mountain, and ye say, that at Jerusalem is the place 
where men must adore. Jesus saith to her, Woman, believe 
me that the hour cometh, when ye shall neither on this 
mountain nor in Jerusalem adore the Father. Ye adore 
that which ye know' not; we adore that which we know : 
for salvation is of the Jew s. Hut the hour cometh, and now' 
is, w hen the true worshippers shall worship the Fnther in 
spirit and in truth. For the Father also seeketl* such to 
w orship Him. God is a spirit: and they that worsliip Him, 
must worship Him in spirit and in truth. The woman saith 
to Him, I know that the Messias cometh (who is called 
Christ). When therefore He is come, He will tell us all 
tilings. Jesus saith to her, I am He, who speak with thee. 
And immediately His disciples came: and they wondered 
that He talked with the woman. Yet no man said, What 
seekest Thou, or w hy talkest Thou with her ? The woman 
therefore left her water-pot, and went her w ay into the city, 
and saith to the men there, Come, and see a man who lies 
told me all things w hatsoever I have done. Is not He the 
Christ ? They went therefore out of the city, and came 
unto Him. In the meantime the disciples prayed Him, say¬ 
ing, Knbbi, eat. Hut He said to them, I have meat to eat 
which you know not. The disciples therefore said one to 
another, Hath any man brought Him to eat. Jesus saith to 
them, My meat is to do the w ill of Him that sent me, that I 
may perfect His work. Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then the harvest cometh? Heboid I say to 
you, Lift up your eyes, uml see the lands, for they are white 
already to harvest. And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth fruit unto life everlasting: that both he that 
soweth and he that reapeth, may rejoice together. For in 
this is the saying true. That it is one man that soweth, and 
it is another that reapeth. I have sent you to reap that in 
which you did not lalxiur: others have lalioured, and you 
have entered into their labours. Now of that citv many ol 
the Simiaritans believed in Him, for the word of tLe woman 
giviug testimony. He told me all things whatsoever I have 
done. So when the Samaritans were conn* to Him, they 
desired Him that He would tarry there. And He abode 
there two davs. And many more Itelieved iu Him la-cause 
of His own word. And they said to the woman, We now 
lxdieve, not for thy saying: for we ourselves have heard 
Him, and know tliat this is *udecd the Saviour of the 
world.

Dan. 13. JL Ion, and Ids name was Joakim: and betook a 
wife whose name was Susanna, the daughter of Helcias, a 
very beautiful woman, and one that feared God. For her 
parents being just, had instructed their daughter according 
to the law of Moses. Now Joakim was very rich, and he had 
an orchard near his house : and the Jews resorted to him, 
because he was the most honourable of them all. And thero 
were two of the elders of the people appointed judges that 
year, of whom the Lord said, Iniquity came out from Baby¬ 
lon from the ancient judges, that seemed to govern the 
people. These men frequented the house of Joakim, and 
all that had any matters of judgment came to them. And 
when the people departed away at noon, Susanna went in, 
i ud walked in her husband’s orchard. And the old men saw 
uer going in every day, and walking : and they were inflamed 
' v itli lust towards her: and they perverted their own mind 
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and turned away their eyes that they might not look unto 
heaven, nor remember just judgments. And it fell out, as 
they watched a fit day, she went in on a time, as yesterday 
and the day Indore, with two maids only, and was desirous 
to wash herself in the orchard: for it was hot weather. 
And there waa nolnxly there, save the two old men that had 
lud themselves and were watching her. So she said to the 
maids, Bring me oil, and washing balls, and shut the doors 
of the orchard, that I may wash me. Now when the maids 
were gone forth, the two elders arose, and ran to her, and 
said. Behold the doors of the orchard are shnt, and nolxwly 
seeth us, and we are in lore with thee: wherefore consent 
to ns, and he with us. But if thou wilt not, we will bear 
witness against thee, that a young man was with thee, and 
therefore thou didst send away thy maids from thee. 
Susanna sighed and said, I am straitened on every side: 
for if I do this thing, it is death to me : and if I do it not, 
1 shall not escape your hands. But it is letter for me to 
fall into your hands without doing it, than to sin in the 
sight of the Lord. With that Susanna cried out with a 
loud voice : and the elders also cried out against her. And 
one of them ran to the door of tho orchard and opened it. 
So when the servants of the house heard the cry in the 
orchard, they mshod in by the hack doof to see what was 
the matter. But after the old men had spoken, the servants 
were greatly ashamed : for never had there been any such 
word sai«l of Susanna. And on the next day, when the 
people were come to Joakim her husband, tho two elders 
also came full of wicked device against Susanna, to put her 
to death. And they said before the people. Send to Susanna, 
daughter of Holeins, the wife of Joakim. And presently 
they sent. And she came with her parents, and children, 
and all her kindred. Now her friends, and all her acquaint¬ 
ance wept. But the two elders rising up in the midst of tho 
people, laid their hands U|*on her head. And she weeping 
looked up to heaven, for her heart had confidence in the 
I»rd. Arid the elders said. As we walked in the orchard 
alone, this woman came in with two maids, and shut the 
floors of the orchard, and sent away the maids from her. 
Then a young man that waa there hid, camo to her, and lay 
with her. But we tlmt were in a comer of the orchard, see¬ 
ing this wickedness, ran up to them, and we saw them lie 
together. And him indeed we could not take, lxTRUse ho 
was stronger than we, and opening the doors h<* leaped out 
but having take** this woman, we asked who the young man 
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was : but she would not tell us : of this thing we are wit¬ 
nesses. The multitude believed them as being the elders 
and the judges of the people, and they condemned her to 
death. Then Susanna cried out with a loud voice, and said, 
O everlasting God, who knowest hidden things, who knowest 
all things before they come to pass, Thou knowest that 
they have borne false witness against me : and behold I 
must die, whereas I have done none of thos^ things, which 
these men hava maliciously forged against me. And the 
Lord heard her voice. And when she was led to be put to 
death, the Lord raised up the holy spirit of a young boy, 
whose name was Daniel. And he cried out -with a loud 
voice, I am clear from the blood of this woman. Then all 
the people turning themselves towards him, said, What, 
meaneth this word that thou hast spoken ? But he stand¬ 
ing in the midst of them, said, Are ye so foolish, ye children 
of Israel, that without examination or knowledge of the 
truth, ye have condemned a daughter of Israel ? Return to 
judgment, for they have borne false witness against her. 
So all the people turned again in haste. And Daniel said to 
them, Separate these two far from one another, and I will 
examine them. So when they were put asunder one from 
the other, he called one of them, and said to him, 0 thou 
that art grown old in evil days, now are thy sins come out, 
which thou hast committed before, in judging unjust judg¬ 
ments, oppressing the innocent, and letting the guilty to go 
free, whereas the Lord saith, The innocent and the just 
thou shalt not slay. Now then, if thou sawest her, tell me 
under what tree thou sawest them conversing together? 
WTio said, Under a mastic tree. And Daniel said, Well hast 
thou lied against thine own head : for behold the Angel of 
God having received the sentence of Him, shall cut thee in 
two. And having put him aside, he commanded that the 
other should come; and he said to him, 0 thou seed of 
Ghanaan, and not of Juda, beauty hath deceived thee, and 
lust hath perverted thy heart: thu3 did ye deal with the 
daughters of Israel, and they for fear conversed with you: 
but the daughter of Juda would not abide your wickedness. 
Now therefore tell me, Under what tree didst thou take them 
conversing together? Who answered, Under a holm tree. 
.And Daniel said to him, Well hast thou also lied against 
thine own head : for the Angel of the Lord waiteth with a 
sword to cut thee in two, and to destroy you. With that all 
*the assembly cried out with a loud voice, and they blessed 
God, who saveth them that trujtin Him. And they rose up 
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against the two eld<-rs (for Daniel had convicted them of 
false witness by their owtj mouth), and they did to them as 
they had maliciously dealt against their neighbour, and they 
put them to death; and innocent blood was saved in that 
day.

Vorptl, 4 T that time Jesus went up to mount Olivet; and 
John 8. early in the morning He came again into the 
temple, and all the people caine unto Him, and sitting down 
He taught them. And the Scribes and Pharisees bring unto 
Him a woman taken in adultery ; and they set her in the 
midst, and said to Him, Master, this woman was even nowr 
taken in adultery. Now' Moses in the law commanded us to 
stone such an one. But w hat savest thou ? And this they 
said tempting Him, that they might accuse Him. But Jesus 
lowing down, wrote with His finger on the ground. When 
therefore they continued asking Him, He lifted up Himself, 
and said to them, Ho that is without sin among you, let 
him first cast a stone at her. And again stooping down, He 
wrote on the ground. But they hearing this, went out one 
by one, beginning with the eldest; and Jesus alone remained, 
and the woman standing in the midst. Then Jesus lifting 
up Himself, said to her, Woman, where are they that ac¬ 
cused thee ? Hath no man condemned thee ? Who said, 
No man. Lord. And Jesus said. Neither will I condemn 
thee. Go, and now sin no more.

And again the Lord 
said to Moses, I see that this people is stiff-necked : let me 
alone, that my wrath may wax hot against them, and that 
I may destroy them, and I wTll make of thee a great nation.

Lord, is Thine indignation enkindled against Thy people 
whom Thou hast brought out of the land of Egypt, with 
great power, and with a mighty hand ? Let not the Egyptians 
say, I beseech Thee, He craftily brought them out, that He 
might kill them in the mountains, and destroy them from 
the earth; let Thine anger cease, and be Thou appeased 
upon the wickedness of Thy people. Remember Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, Thy servants, to whom Thou sworest by 
Thine ownself, saying, I will multiply your seed as the stars 
of heaven: and this whole land that I have spoken of, I 
will give to your seed, and you shall possess it for ever.

Jf a man receive circumcision on a Sablmth-day, that the 
law of Moses }>e not broken : are ye angry at me because 
I have heah d the whole man on the Sabbath-day ? Judge 
not according to the appearance, but judge just judgment. 
Some, therefore, of Jerusalem said, Is not this he whom 
they seek to kill ? And behold lie speaketli openly, and they 
say nothing to him. Have the rulers known for a truth 
thnt this is the Christ ? But we know this man whence ho 
is : but when the Christ cometh, no man knoweth whence 
He is. Jesus therefore cried out in the temple, teaching 
and saying, Ye both know me, and ye know’ w hence I am : 
and I am not coine of myself : but He that sent me, is true, 
whom ye know not. I know Him, because I am from Him, 
and He hath sent me. They sought, therefore, to apprehend 
Him: and no man laid hands on Him, because His hour was 
not yet come. But of the people many believed in Him.

Gospel, k T that time : Jesus passing !»y, saw a man who 
John 9. £\ wns Phud from his birth : and His disciples 
asked nim, Rabbi, who hath sinned, this man, or his parents, 
that lie should he born blind? Jesus answered, Neither 
hath this man sinned, nor his parents ; but that the works 
of God should be made manifest in him. I must work the 
works of Him that sent me, whilst it is day: the night 
cometh when no man can work. As long as I am in the 
world, I am the light of the world. 'W hen He had said this, 
He spat on the ground, and made clay of the spittle, and 
spread the clay upon his eyes, and said to him, Go, w ash 
the pool of Siloe, wliicli is interpreted, Sent. He went 
therefore, and washed, and he came seeing. The neighlsmrs 
therefore, and they who had seen him before that he was a 
beggar, said, Is not this he that sat, and begged ? Roma 
said, Tins is he. But others said. No, but he is like him. 
But ho said, I am he. They said therefore to him, How 
were thine eyes opened ? He answered, That man that is 
called Jesus, made clay, and anointed mine eyes, and said 
to me, Go to the pool of Siloe, and wash. And I went, 1 
w ashed, and I see. And they said to him, Whore is he ? 
He saith, I know' not. They bring him that had been blind 
to the l’lmriscos. Now it was the Sablmth when Jesus 
made the clay and opened liis eyes. Again therefore the 
Pharisees asked him how he had received bis sight. But he 
said to them, He put clny upon mine eyes, and I washed, 
and I s» e. Some therefore of the Pharisees said, This man 
is not of God, who keepeth not the Sabbath. But others 
said, How can a man that is a sinner do such mimclea? 
And there was a division among them. They say therefore 
to tho blind mail again, What sayest thon of him that hath 
opened thine eyes ? And he said. He is a Prophet. The 
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Jews then did not believe concerning him, that he had been 
blind and had received his sight, until they called the 
parents of him that had received his sight, and asked them, 
saying. Is this your son, who you say was born blind ? 
How then doth he now see ? His parents answered them, 
and said, We know that this is our son, and that he was 
born blind ; but how he now seeth, we know not: or who 
hath opened his eyes, we know not: ask himself : he is of 
age, let him speak for himself. These words his parents 
said, because they feared the Jews: for the Jews had 
already agreed among themselves, that if any man should 
confess Him to be Christ, he should be put out of the syna¬ 
gogue. Therefore did his parents say, He is of age, ask him. 
They therefore again called the man that had been blind, 
and said to him, Give glory to God. We know that this 
man is a sinner. He said therefore to them, If he be a siu- 
ner, I know not: one thing I know, that whereas I was 
blind, now I see. Then said they to him, What did he to 
thee? How did he open thine eyes ? He answered them, I 
have told you already, and ye have heard: why would ye 
hear it again ? will ye also become his disciples ? They re¬ 
viled him therefore, and said, Be thou his disciple ; but we 
are the disciples of Moses. We know that God spoke to 
Moses : but as to this man, we know not from whence he is. 
The man answered, and said to them, Why, herein is a 
wonderful thing that ye know not from whence he is, and 
he hath opened mine eyes. Now we know that God heareth 
not sinners: but if a man be a server of God, and doeth His 
will, him He heareth. From the beginning of the world it 
hath not been heard, that any man hath opened the eyes of 
one born blind. Unless this man were of God, he could not 
do any thing. They answered, and said to him, Thou wast 
wholly born in sins, and dost thou teach us ? And they cast 
him out. Jesus heard that they had cast him out: and when 
He had found him, He said to him, Dost thou believe in the 
Son of God? He answered, and said, Who is He, Lord, 
that I may believe in Him ? And Jesus said to him, Thou 
hast both seen Him ; and it is He that taiketh with thee. 
And he said, Lord, I believe. (Here kneel.) And falling 
down he adored Him.

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fore, aud followed her. But Giezi was gone before them, 
and laid the staff upon the face of the child, and there was 
no voice nor sense : and he returned to meet him, and told 
him, saying, The child is not risen. Eliseus therefore went 
info the house, aud behold the child lay dead on his bed : 
and going in he shut the door upon him, and upon the child, 
and prayed to the Lord. And he went up, and lay upon the 
child : and he put his mouth upon his mouth, and his eye: 
upon his eyes, and his hands upon his hands ; and he bowe. 
himself upon him, and the child’s flesh grew warm. Then 
he returned and walked in the house, once to and fro: and 
he went up, and lay upon him : and the child gaped seven 
times, and opened his eyes. And he called Giezi, and said 
to him, Call this Sunamite. Ai d she being called went in 
to him : and he said, Take up thy son. She came and fell 
at his feet, and worshipped upon the ground : and took up 
her son, and went out; and Eliseus returned to Galgal.

(And Mary was she that anointed the 
Lord with ointment and wiped His feet with her hair : whose 
brother Lazarus was sick.) His sisters therefore sent to 
Him, saying, Lord, behold, he whom Thou lovest is sick. 
And Jesus hearing it, said to them, This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God: that the Son of God may 
be glorified by it. Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister 
Mary, and Lazarus. When He had heard therefore that he 
was sick, He still remained in the same place tw T o days. 
Then after that He said to His disciples, Let us go into 
Judea again. The disciples say to Him, Rabbi, the Jews 
but now sought to stone Thee : and goest Thou thither 
again ? Jesus answered, Are there not twelve hours of the 
day ? If a man walk in the day, he stumbleth not, be¬ 
cause he seeth the light of this world ; but if he walk in the 
night he stumbleth, because the light is not in him. These 
things He said; and after that He said to them, Lazarus 
our friend sleepeth ; but I go that I may aw'ake him out of 
sleep. His disciples therefore said, Lord, if he sleep, he 
shall do well. But Jesus spoke of his death; and they 
thought that He spoke of the repose of sleep. Then there¬ 
fore Jesus said to them plainly, Lazarus is dead ; and I am 
glad for your sakes, that I w T as not there, that you may be¬ 
lieve ; but let us go to him. Thomas therefore, who is 
called Didymus, said to his fellow-disciples, Let us also go, 
that w T e may die with Him. Jesus therefore came and foimd 
that he had been four days already in the grave. (Now 
Bethany was near Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off.) 
And many of the Jews were come to Martha and Mary, to 
comfort them concerning their brother. Martha therefore, 
as soon as she heard that Jesus was come, w ent to meet 
Him; but Mary sat at home. Martha therefore said to 
Jesus, Lord, if Thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died. But now' also know I that whatsoever Thou wilt ask 
of God, God will give it Thee. Jesus saith to her, Thy 
brother shall rise again. Martha saith to Him, I know that 
he shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day. 
Jesus said to her, I am the Resurrection and the Life : he 
that believeth in me, although he be dead, shall live. And 
whosoever liveth, and believeth in me, shall not die for 
ever. Believest thou this? She saith to Him, Yea, Lord, I 
have believed that Thou art Christ the Son of the living Cod, 
that art come into this world. And when she had said this, 
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she went, and called her sister Mary secretly, saying, The 
Master is come and calleth for thee. She, as soon as she 
heard this, riseth quickly and cometli to Him: for Jesus 
was not yet come into the town, but He was still in that 
place where Martha had met Him. The Jews, therefore, 
w ho w ere w ith her in the house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mary that she rose up speedily and went out, fol¬ 
lowed her, saying, She goeth to the grave, to weep there. 
When Mary therefore w as come where Jesus was, seeing 
Him she fell down at His feet, and saith to Hhn, Lord, if 
Thou hadst been here, my brother had not died. Jesus 
therefore, when He saw her w eeping, and the Jews that w ere 
come with her weeping, groaned in the spirit, and troubled 
Himself, and said, Where have ye laid him ? r Ihey say to 
Him, Lord, come and see. And Jesus wept. The Jews 
therefore said. Behold how he loved him. But some of 
them said, Could not he that opened tho eyes of the man 
Iku ii blind, have caused that this man should not die* ? Jesus 
there fore again groaning in Himself cometli to the sepulchre. 
Now it was u cave ; and a stone was laid over it Jesus 
suitb, Take away the stone. Martha, the sister of him that 
was dead, saith to Him, Ixjrd, by this time he stinketh, for 
he hath been dead four days. Jesus saith to her, Did I not 
say to thee, that if thou wilt believe, thou shalt see the 
glory of Cod? They took therefore the stone away. And 
Jesus lifting up His eyes said, Father, I give Thee thunks 
that Thou hast heard me. And I km-w that Thou henrest 
me always, hut lx*eause of the people who stand about have 
I said it, that they may believe that Thou hast sent me. 
When lie lmd said these things, He cried with a loud voice, 
Lazarus, come forth. And presently lie that had l>eon dead 
came forth, bound feet and hands with winding-bands, and 
liis face was liouiid about with a napkin.

hath sanctified and sent into the world, Thou blasphemest; 
liecnuso I said, I am the Son of God ? If I do not the works 
of my Father, believe me not. But if I do them, though 
ye will not believe me, believe the works : that ye may know 
and 1 relieve that the Father is in me, and I in the Father.

John 12 . Lazarus also : because many of the Jews by 
reason of him went away, and believed in Jesus. And on 
the next day a great multitude, that was come to the festival 
4ay, when they had heard that Jesus was coming to Jeru¬ 
salem, took branches of palm-trees, and went forth to meet 
Him, and cried, Hosanna, blessed is He that cometh in the 
Name of the Lord, the King of Israel. And Jesus found a 
young ass, and sat upon it, as it is written, Fear not, thou 
daughter of Sion: behold thy King cometh sitting on an 
ass’s colt. These things His disciples did not know at the 
first : but when Jesus was glorified, then they remembered 
that these tilings were written of Him, and that they had 
done these things to Him. The multitude therefore gave 
testimony, which was with Him when He called Lazarus 
out of the grave, and Raised him from the dead. For which 
reason also the people came to meet Him : because they 
heard that He had done this miracle. The Pharisees 
therefore said among themselves, See ye that we prevail 
nothing ? behold, the whole world is gone after Him. 
Now there were certain Gentiles among them that came uj 
to adore on the festival day. These therefore came to 
Philip, who was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired him, 
saying, Sir, we would see Jesus. Philip cometh and telleth 
Andrew. Again Andrew and Philip told Jesus. But Jesus 
answered them, saying, The hour is come, that the Son of 
Man should be glorified. Amen, amen I say to you, unless 
the grain of wheat falling into the ground, die, itself re- 
maineth alone. But if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. 
He that loveth his life shall lose it : and he that hateth his 
life in this world keepeth it unto life everlasting. If any 
man minister unto me, let him follow me : and where I am, 
there also shall my minister be. If any man minister to 
me, him will my Father honour. Now is my soul troubled. 
And what shall I say ? Father, save me from tins hour. 
But for this cause came I unto this hour. Father, glorify 
Thy Name. A voice therefore came from heaven, I have 
both glorified It, and will glorify It again. The multitude 
therefore that stood and heard, said that it thundered. Others 
said, An Angel spoke to Him. Jesus answered, and said, 
This voice came not because of me, but for your sakes.

And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all tilings to myself. (Now this He said. 
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signifying what death He should die.) The multitude 
answered Him, We have heard out of the law, that Christ 
abideth for ever : and how- sayest thou, The Son of Man 
must l>e lifted up ? Who is this Son of Man ? Jesus there¬ 
fore said to theiu, Yet a little while, the light is among you. 
Walk whilst ye have the light, that the darkness overtake 
you not. And he that walketh in darkness knoweth not 
whither he goeth. Whilst ye have the light, be lieve in the 
light, that ye may be the children of light. These things 
Jesus s]>oke, and He went away, and hid Himself from 
them.

Tuesday in Holy Week. 

TLe Passion of Our Lord Jesus Christ according to St. Mark. 

(Omitted in Ou body qf the itiual , pago 146..) 

Chaps. i T that time, The feast of the Pasch and of the 
14 and 16.Unleavened Bread was after two days; and 
the Chief Priests and Scribes sought how they might 
by some wile lay hold of Jesus and kill Him. But they 
said, Not on the festival-day, lest there should be a 
tumult among the {teuple. And when He was in Betlmny, 
in the house of Simon the leper, and was at meat, there 
came a woman having an alabaster box of ointment, of 
precious spikenard: and breaking the alabaster box, 
she poured it out ujkju Ilis head. Now there were some 
that had indignation within themselves, and said, Why 
was this waste of the ointment made ? For tins oint¬ 
ment might have l>eeu sold for more than three htuidred 

{ H'hce, and given to the i>oor. And they murmured against 
u*r. But Jesus said, Let her alone: why molest yu her ? 
She hath wTought a good work upon me For the j>oor ye 
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Lave always with you; and whensoever ye will, ye may 
do them good; but me ye have not always. What she could 
she hath done : she is come beforehand to anoint my body for 
the burial. Amen, I say to you, wheresoever this Gospel 
shall be preached in the whole world, that also which she 
hath done shall he told, for a memorial of her. And Judas 
Iscariot, one of the Twelve, went to the Chief Priests, tc 
betray Him to them. Who hearing it, were glad; and they 
promised him that they would give him money : and he 
sought how he might conveniently betray Him. Now on 
the first day of the unleavened bread, when they sacrificed 
the Pasch, the disciples say to Him, Whither wilt Thou that 
we go, and prepare for Thee to eat the Pasch ? And He 
sendeth two of His disciples, and saith to them, Go ye into 
the city, and there shall meet you a man carrying a pitcher of 
water; follow him ; and whithersoever he shall go in, say to 
the master of the house, The Master saith, Where is my re¬ 
fectory, where I may eat the Pasch with my disciples ? And 
he will shew you a large dining-room furnished : and there 
prepare ye for us. Arid His disciples went their way, and 
came into the city; and they found as He had told them: and 
they prepared the Pasch. And when evening was come, He 
cometh with the Twelve : and when they were at table, and 
eating, Jesus snitli, Amen I say to you, one of you that 
eateth with me shall betray me. But they began to be sor¬ 
rowful, and to say to Him, one by one. Is it I? Who saith 
to them, One of the Twelve that dippeth liis hand with 
me in the dish. And the Son of Man indeed goetli, as it is 
written of Him ; but woe to that man by whom the Son of 
Man shall be betrayed. It were better for him, if that man 
had not been l>orn. And whilst they were eating, Jesns 
took bread : and blessing, broke, and gave to them, and said, 
Take ye ; this is my body. And having taken the chalice 
giving thanks, He gave it to them, and they all drank of it. 
And He said to them, This is my blood of the new testa¬ 
ment, which shall be slied for many. Amen I say unto you, 
that I will drink no more of this fruit of the vine, until that 
day when I shall drink it new in the Kingdom of God. And 
when they had said a hyinn, they went forth to the Mount 
of Olives. And Jesus saith to them. All ye shall be scanda¬ 
lised in my regard this night: for it is written, I will strike 
the shepherd, and the sheep shall he scattered. But after I 
shall he risen again, I will go before you into Galilee. Bnt 
Peter saitli to Him, Although all be scandalised in Tliee, yet 
not I. And Jesus saith to him, Amen I say to thee, To-day, 
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oven in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou slialt 
deny me thrice. But he spoke the more vehemently, 
Although I should die together with Thee, I will not deny 
Thee. And in like mAimer also snid they all. And they cnine 
to a farm called Gethsemani; and He saith to His disciples, 
Bit ye here, while I pray. And He taketh Peter, and Janus, 
and John with Him ; and He began to fear aud to he heavy; 
and He saith to them, My soul is sorrowful even unto death : 
stay ye here and watch. And when He was gone forward a 
little. He fell flat on the ground ; and prayed that if it might 
he, the hour might pass from Him. And He said, Abba, 
Father, all things are possible to Thee ; take away this cup 
from me: hut not what I will, hut what Thou wilt. And 
He comotb, and findeth them sleeping. And He saith to 
Peter, Simon, sleepest thou ? coiildest thou not watch one 
hour ? Watch ye and pray, that ye enter not into tempta¬ 
tion. The spirit indeed is willing, hut the flesh weak. And 
going away again, He prayed, saying the same words. And 
when He returned, He found them again asleep (for their 
eyes were heavy', and they knew not what to answer 
Him. And He comoth the third time, and saith to them, 
Sleep now, and take your rest. It is enough ; the hour is 
come ; lndiold, the Son of Man shall l>e betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. Hiso up, let us go; behold, 1m that will 
betray me is at hand. And while He w'as yet speaking 
cometh Judas Iscariot, one of the Twelve, and with him a 
great multitude with swords and staves, from the Chief 
Priests and the Scribes and the Elders. And he that be¬ 
trayed Him had given them a sign, saving, Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that is He; lay hold of Him,and lend Him away 
carefully. And when he was come, immediately going up to 
Him, he saith, Hail, Rabbi: and lm kissed Him. But they laid 
hands on Him, and held Him. And one of them that stood 
by, drawing a sword, struck a servant of the Chict Pnest, 
and out off his ear. And Jesus answering, said to them, Are 
ye come out, as to a robber, with swords and staves, to ap¬ 
prehend me ? I wns daily with you in the temple teaching, 
and ye laid not hands on me. But, that the Scriptures may 
l>e fulfilled. Then His disciples leaving Him, all fled. And 
a certain young man followed Him, having a linen cloth 
cast nlioiit his naked body ; and they laid hold of him ; but 
he, casting oil the linen cloth, fled from them naked. And 
they brought Jesus to the High Priest; and all the Priests 
ami the Scribes and the Elders assembled together. And 
Peter followed Him afar off, even into the court of the High 
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Priest; and he sat with the servants at the fire, ami wanned 
himself. And the Chief Priests and all the council sought 
for evidence against Jesus, that they might put Him to death 
and found none : for many bore false witness against Him, 
and their evidence agreed not. And some rising up, bore 
false witness against Him, saying, We heard him say, I 
will destroy this temple, made with hands, and within three 
(lays I will build another, not made with hands : and their 
witness did not agree. And the High Priest rising up in the 
midst, asked Jesus, saying, Answerest thou nothing to the 
things that are laid to thy charge by these men ? But He 
held His peace, and answered nothing. Again the High 
Priest asked .Him, and said to Him, Art thou the Christ, the 
Son of the blessed God ? And Jesus said to him, I am: and 
ye shall see the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of the 
nower of God, and coming with the clouds of heaven. Then 
the High Priest rending his garments, saith,. What need we 
any further witnesses ? Ye have heard the blasphemy. 
What think ye ? Who all condemned Him to be guilty of 
death. And some began to spit on Him, and to cover His 
face, and to buffet Him, and to say unto Him, Prophesy. 
And the servants struck Him with the palms of their hand& 
Now when Peter was in the court below, there cometh om 
of the maid-servants of the High Priest ; and when she had 
seen Peter warming himself, looking on him, she saith, Thou 
also wast with Jesus of Nazareth. But he denied, saying, 
I neither know nor imderstand what thou sayest. And ho 
went forth before the court; and the cock crew. And again 
a maid-servant seeing him, began to say to the standers-by, 
This is one of them. But he domed again. And after a 
while, they that stood by said again to Peter, Surely thou 
art one of them, for thou art also a Galilean. But he began 
to curse and to swear, saying, I know not this man of whom 
ye speak. And immediately the cock crew again. And 
Peter remembered the word that Jesus had said to him, Be¬ 
fore the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
he began to weep. And straightway in the morning, the 
Chief Priests holding a consultation with the Elders and 
the Scribes and the whole council, binding Jesus, led Him 
away, and delivered Him to Pilate. And Pilate asked Him, 
Art thou the king of the Jews ? But He answering, saith 
to him, Thou sayest it. And the Cliief Priests accused Him 
in mauy tilings. And Pilate again asked Him, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing ? behold, in how many tilings they 
accuse thee. But Jesus still answered nothing, so that 
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Pilate wondered. Now on the festival day he was wont to 
release unto them one of the prisoners, whomsoever they 
desired. And there was one called Barabbas, who was 

E ut in prison with some seditions men, who in the sedition 
ad committed murder. And when the multitude was come 
up, they bepau to desire that he would do na he had ever 
done unto them. And Pilate answered them, and said, 
Will ye that I release to ^ou the King of the Jews ? For 
he knew that the Chief Priests had delivered Him up out 
of envy. But the Cliief Priests moved the people, that he 
should rather release Barabbaa to them. And Pilate again 
answering, saith to them, What ■will yo then that I do to 
the King of the Jews? But they again cried out, Crucify 
him. And Pilate saith to them, Why, what evil hath he 
done ? But they cried out the more, Crucifv him. So 
Pilate, willing to satisfy the people, released to tLem Barnb- 
bas, and delivered up Jesus, when he had scourged Him, to 
be crucified. And tLe Boldiers led Him into the court of the 
Prctorium ; and they call together the whole band, and 
clothe Him with purple ; and platting a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon Him. And they began to salute Him, Hail, 
King of the Jews. And they struck His head with a reed ; 
md they did spit on Him; and bowing their knees, wor¬ 
shipped Him. And after they had mocked Him, they took 
off the purple from Him, and put His own garments on 
Him: and they led Him out to crucify Him. And they 
forced one Simon, a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of 
the country, the father of Alexander and of Kufus, to take 
up His cross. And they bring Him into tlio place called 
Golgotha, which, l>eing interpreted, is the place of Calvary. 
And they gave Him to drink wine mingled with myrrh; but 
He took it not. And crucifying Him, they divided His gar¬ 
ments, casting lots uj>ou them, what every man should take. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified Him ; and the 
inscription of His cause was written over, The King of the 
Jews. And with Him they crucify two thieves, the one on 
His right hand, and the other on His left; and the Scripture 
was fulfilled which saith, And with the wicked He was re¬ 
puted. And they that passed by blasphemed Him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Vab, thou that destroyest the 
temple of God, and in three days hnildest it up again, save 
fjyself, coming down from the cross. In like manner, also, 
die Cliief Priests wntli the Scribes, mocking, said one to 
mother, Others he saved, himself he cannot save. Let 
Christ the Kir g of Israel come down from the cross, tb** 
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we may see, and believe. And they that were crucified with 
Him reviled Him. And when the sixth hour was come, 
there was darkness over the whole earth until the ninth 
hour; and at the ninth hour, Jesus cried out with a loud 
voice, saying, Eloi, Eloi, lamina sabacthani ? which is, being 
interpreted, My God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me ? 
And some of the standers-by, hearing, said, Behold, he 
calletli Elias. And one running, and filling a sponge with 
vinegar, and putting it upon a reed, gave Him to drink, say¬ 
ing, Stay, let us see if Elias will come to take him down. 
And Jesus, having cried out with a loud voice, gave up the 
ghost. (Here kneel , and pause.) And the veil of the temple 
w T as rent in twain, from the ,top to the bottom. And the 
Centurion, that stood over against Him, seeing that, crying 
out in this maimer, He had given up the ghost, said, Indeed 
this man was the Son of God. And there were also women 
looking on afar ofi; among whom was Mary Magdalen, and 
Mary the mother of James the less and of Joseph and 
Salome ; who also, when He was in Galilee, followed Him, 
and ministered to Him ; and many other women that came 
up with Him to Jerusalem. 

The following is said as a Gospel, the Mnnda cor being said first. 

A ND when evening was now come (because it was the Paras- 
eeve, that is, the day before the Sabbath), Joseph of 
Arimathea, a noble counsellor who was also himself looking 
for the Kingdom of God, came, and went in boldly to Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. But Pilate wondered that 
He should be already dead ; and sending for the Centurion, 
he asked him if He were already dead. And when he had 
understood it by the Centurion, he gave the body to Joseph. 
And Joseph buying fine linen, and taking Him down, 
wrapped Him up in the fine linen, and laid Him in a se¬ 
pulchre which was hewed out of a rock. And lie rolled a 
jtone to the door of the sepulchre. 

. Wednesday in Holy Week. 

The Passion of our Lord Jesus Christ, according to St. Luke. 
(Omitted in the body of the Missal, page 148.) 

Chaps. * 4 T that time, The feast of tin unleavened bread, 

22 and 23. which is called the Pascb, was at band ; and 
the Chief Priests and the Scribes sought bow they might 
put Jesus to death : but they feared the people. And Satan 
entered into Judas, who was suruamed Iscariot, of the 
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Twelve: and he weut and discoursed with the Chief Priests 
and the magistrates, how he might betray Him to them. 
And they were glad, and covenanted to give him money ; 
and lie promised. And he sought opportunity to betray 
Him, in the absence of the multitude. And the day of the 
unleavened bread came, on wltich it was necessary that the 
Pasch should he killed. .And He sent Peter and John, say¬ 
ing, (lo and prepare ub the Pasch, that we may eat. But 
they said, Where wilt Thou that we prepare ? And He said 
to them, Behold, as you go into the city, there shall meet 
yon a man carrying a pitcher of water : follow him into the 
house where he entereth in; and ye shall say to the good 
man of the house, The Master Faith to thee, Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I may eat the Pasch with my disciples? 
And he will shew you a large supper-room furnished ; and 
there prepare. And they going, found as He had said to 
them ; and made ready the Pasch. And when the hour was 
coine, He wit down, and the twelve Apostles with Him. 
And He said to them, With desire have I desired to eat this 
Pasch with you, before I suffer. For I say to you, that from 
this time I will not eat it, till it he fulfilled in tho Kingdom 
of God. And having taken the chalice, He gave thanks, 
and said, Take, and divide it among you ; for I say to you, 
that I w ill not drink of the fruit of the vine till the Kingdom 
of God come. And taking bread, He gave thanks, and 
brake, and ga\e to them, saying, This is my body which is 
given for you. This do for a remembrance of me. In like 
manner the chalice also, afier He had supped, saying, This 
is the Chalice, the New Testament in my Blood, which shall 
be shed for you. But yet, behold, the hand of liim that 
betraveth me is with me on the table. And the Sou of Mar 
indeed goeth, according to that w hich is determined; hut 
yet woe to that man by whom He shall be betrayed. And 
they began to enquire among themselves which of them it 
was that should do this thing. And there was also a strife 
among them, which of them should seem to be greater. 
And He said to them. The Kings of the Gentiles lord it 
over them, and they that have power over them are called 
beneficent. But not so you : but he that is greater among 
you, let him be as the younger; and he that is loader, as he 
that serveth. For which is greater, he that sitteth at table, 
or ho that serveth ? Is not he that sitteth at table ? But I 
am in the midst of yon, as he that serveth. And ye are 
they who have continued with me in my temptations ; and 
I appoint to .you, u8 my Futher hath api>ointed to me, j» 
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kingdom: that ye may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and may sit upon thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold 
Satan hath desired to have you, that he may sift you as 
wheat: but I have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not; 
and thou, being once converted, confirm thy brethren. Who 
said to Him, Lord, I am ready to go with Thee both into 
prison and to death. And He said, I say to thee, Peter, 
the cock shall not crow this day till thou hast thrice denied 
that thou knowest me. And He said to them, When I sent 
you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, did ye want any 
thing ? But they said, Nothing. Then said He unto them, 
But now he that hath a purse, let him take it, and likewise 
a scrip : and he that hath no sword, let him sell his gar¬ 
ment and buy one. For I say to you, that this that is writ¬ 
ten must yet be fulfilled in me, And He was reckoned 
among the wicked : for the tilings concerning me have an 
end. But they said, Lord, behold here are two swords. 
And He said to them, It is enough. And going out, He 
went, according to His custom, to the mount of Olives: 
and His disciples also followed Him. And when He was 
come to the place, He said to them, Pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation. And He was withdrawn away from them a 
stone’s cast; and kneeling down, He prayed, saying, Father, 
if Thou wilt, remove this cup from me; but yet not my will, 
but Thine, be done. And there appeared to Him an Angel 
from heaven, strengthening Him : and being in an agony, 
He prayed the longer; and His sweat became as drops of 
blood, trickling down upon the ground. And when He rose up 
from prayer, and was come to Ilis disciples, He found them 
sleeping for sorrow. And He said to them, Why sleep ye ? 
arise, pray, lest ye enter into temptation. And as He was 
yet speaking, behold a multitude : and he that was called 
Judas, one of the Twelve, went before them, and drew near 
to Jesus to kiss Him. And Jesus said to him, Judas, be- 
trayest thou the Son of Man with a kiss ? And they that 
were about Him, seeing what would follow, said to Him, 
Lord, shall we strike with the sword ? And one of them 
struck the servant of the High Priest, and cut off his right 
ear. But Jesus answering, said, Suffer ye thus far. And 
when He had touched his ear, He healed him. And Jesus 
said to the Chief Priests and Magistrates of the Temple, 
and the Elders that were come to Him, Are ye come out, as 
it were against a thief, with swords and clubs ? When I was 
daily with you in the Temple, ye stretched not forth band* 
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against me ; but this is your hour, aud the power of dark- 
uess. And apprehending Him, they led Him to the High 
Priest’s house; but Peter followed afar off.. And when they 
had kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, and were sitting 
about it, Peter was in the midst of them. And when a cer- 
tain maid had seen him sitting at the light, aud liad looked 
at him, she said, This man was also with Him. But he de¬ 
nied Him, saying, Woman, I know Him not. And after a 
little while, another seeing him, said. Thou also art one of 
them. But Peter said, 0 num, I am not. And after the 
space as it were of one hour, another certain man affirmed, 
saying, Of a truth this man was also with Him, for he is 
also a Galilean. .And Peter said, Man, I know not wliat 
thou sayest. And immediately, as he was yet speaking, the 
cock crew-. And the Lord, turning, looked on Peter. And 
Peter remembered the word of the Lord, as He had said, 
Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. Ami 
Peter, going out, wept bitterly. And the men that held Him 
mock«*l Him and struck Him ; and they blind folded Him, 
and smote His face; and asked Him, saying, Prophesy, w ho 
is it that struck thee ? And blaspheming, many other things 
they said against Him. And as soon as it was day, the 
Elders of the people, and the Chief Priests and Scribes, 
came together, and brought Him into their council, saying, 
If thou be the Christ, tell us. Aud lie said to them, If 1 
tell you, ye will not believe me; and if I also ask you, yo 
will not answer me, nor let me go. But hereafter the Son 
of Man shall be sitting on the right hand of the power of 
God. Then said they all, Art thou, then, the Son of God ? 
Who said. Ye say that I am. And they said, What need we 
any further testimony ? for we ourselves have heard it from 
His own mouth. And the whole multitude of them, rising 
up, led Him to Pilate. And they began to accuse Him, say¬ 
ing, We have found this man j>erverting our nation, and for- 
kidding to givo tribute to Ciesar, aud saying that He is 
Christ the King. And Pilate asked Him, saying. Art thou 
the King of the Jews ? But He answering, said, Thou sayest 
it. And Pilate said to the Chief Priests and to the multi¬ 
tudes, I find no cause in this man. But they were more 
earnest, saying, Ho stirreth up the people, teaching through 
ont all Judea, beginning from Galilee to this place. But 
Pilate hearing Galilee, asked if the man w ere of Galilee ? And 
when he understood that He was of Herod's jurisdiction, he 
sent Him away to Herod, who was also himself at Jerusalem 
in those days. Aud Herod, seeing Jesus, w as very glad ; for 
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be was desirous of a long time to see Him, because he had 
heard many things of Him, and hoped to see some sign 
wrought by Him. And He questioned Him in many words ; 
but He answered him nothing. And the Chief Priests and 
the Scribes stood by, earnestly accusing Him. And Herod 
with his army set Him at nought: and mocked Him, having 
put on Him a white garment; and sent Him back to Pilate. 
And Herod and Pilate were made friends that same day; 
for before they were enemies one to another. And Pilate 
calling together the Chief Priests, and the Magistrates, and 
the people, said to them, Ye have presented unto me this man 
as one that perverteth the people, and behold, I, having ex¬ 
amined him before you, find no cause in this man in those 
things wherein ye accuse him. No, nor Herod neither; 
for I sent you to him, and behold nothing worthy of death 
is done to liim. I will chastise him therefore, and release 
him. Now of necessity he had to release unto them one 
upon the feast-day : but the whole multitude together cried 
out, saying, Away with this man. and release unto us Barab- 
bas. Who, for a certain sedition made in the city, and for 
a murder, was cast into prison. But Pilate again spoke to 
them, desiring to release Jesus. But they cried again, say¬ 
ing, Crucify him ! crucify him ! And he said to them a 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done ? I find no cause 
of death in him: I will chastise him therefore; and let 
him go. But they were instant with loud voices requiring 
that He might be crucified : and their voices prevailed. And 
Pilate gave sentence, that it should be as they required. 
And he released unto them him who, for murder and sedi¬ 
tion, had been cast into prison, whom they had desired; 
but Jesus he delivered over to their will. And as they led 
Him away, they laid hold of one Simon of Cyrene, coming 
out of the country, and they laid the cross on him to carry 
after Jesus. And there followed Him a great multitude of 
people, and of women, who bewailed, and lamented Him. 
But Jesus turning to them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not over me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children. For behold, the days shall come, wherein they 
will say. Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that have 
not borne, and the breasts that have not given suck. Then 
shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fall upon us; and 
to the hills, Cover us. For if in the green wood they do 
these things, what shall be done in the dry ? And there 
were also two other, malefactors, led with Him to be put 
to death. And when they were come to the place which 
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called Calvary, they crucified Him there; and the robbers, 
one on the right hand, and the other on the h ft. And Jesus 
said, Father, forgive them; for they know not what they 
do. Hut they divided His garments and cast lots. And 
the people «t<>od lx holding, and the rulers with tliein de¬ 
rided Him, saying. He saved others, let him save himself, 
if he lx 1 Christ, the elect of God. And the soldiers also 
mocked Him. coming to Him, and offering Him vinegar, 
and saying, If thou )x* the King of the Jews, save thyself. 
And there was also a superscription written over Him in 
letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, This is the King 
of the Jews. And oue of those robbers who were hanged, 
blnsplu mod Hun, saying, If thou be Christ, save thyself, 
and us. Hut the other answering, rebuked liiin, saying. 
Neither dost thou fear God, seeing thou art under the same 
condemnation. And we indeed justly, for we receive the 
due reward of our deeds, but tliis man hath done no evil. 
And he said to Jesus, Lord, renu mber in**, when Thou shalt 
come into Thy Kingdom. And Jesus said to him, Amen I 
say to thee, this day shalt thou be with mo in paradise. 
And it was almost the sixth hour ; and there was darkness 
over all the earth until the ninth hour : and the sun was 
darkened ; and the veil of the temple was rent in the midst. 
And Jesus crying with a loud voice said, Father, into Thy 
hands I commend my spirit. And saying this, He gave up 
the ghost. (Here kneel, and pause,) Now the Centurion 
seeing what was done, glorified (rod, saying, Indeed this was 
a just man. And all the multitude of them that were come 
together to that sight, and saw the things that were done, 
returned, striking their breasts. And all His scquaiutance, 
and the women that had followed Him from Galilee, stood 
afar off, beholding these things.

The Maundy or M ashing of the Feet. 

At a convenient hour after the stripping of the Altars, the Clergy 
meet to perform, the ‘ Maundy,’ or ‘ Commandment.' Th* Prelate or 
Superior, in alb, stole, and cope of a violet colour, comes to the place 
appointed, accompanied by a Deacon and a Subdeacon in white vest - 
ments. The Gospel for Mass, St^John 13, page 150, is then sung l - the 
Deacon with the usual ceremonies. After the Gospel, the Prelate lays 
aside his cope, and girds himself with a towel: then, on his knees and 
bare-htaded, he washes, wipes, and kisses the right foot of those selected 
far the ceremony : during which the follencing Anthems &c. are sung :

When None ha* been taid, the Print, in a 
molet cope, accompanied by the Clergy and acolytu, with Cross, Holy 
Water and Incense, repairs to the porch of the Church, and then (out- 
tide, unless that it inconvenient) blettes the new fire: taying,

Then he sprinkles the grains of incense and the fie with 
holy water, saying, Sprinkle me with hyssop, O Lord, and I shall 
be cleansed: wash me, and I shall be made whiter than snow; 
an l et/lerteardt incenses them thrice. 

Meanwhile all the lights in the Church are extinguished, to be re 
lighted later from the new fire.

And presently, at that very time, some Chaldeans came, And 
accused the Jews: and said to king Nabuchodonosor, O 
king, live for ever. Thou, 0 king, hast mado a decree, that 
every man that shall hear the sound of the trumpet, flute 
and harp, of the sackbut, and psaltery, and symphony, and 
of all kind of music, shall prostrate himself, and adore the 
golden statue ; and that if any man shall not fall down and 
adore, he should be cast into a furnace of burning fire. Now 
there are certain Jews, whom thou bast set over the works 
of the province of Babylon : Sidrach, Misach, and Abdenago: 
these men, 0 king, have slighted thy decree • they worship 
not thy gods, nor do they adore the golden statue which 
thou hast set up. Then Nabuchodonosor, in fury and in 
wrath, commanded that Sidrach, Misach, and Abdenago, 
ahoold be brought; who immediately were brought before 
the king.

»nd Abdenago answered and said to king Nabuchodonosor, 
V7e have no occasion to answer thee concerning this matter; 
for, behold, our God, whom we worship, is able to Bave iu 
from the furnace of burning fire: and to deliver us out ol 
thy hands, 0 king. But if He will not, be it known to thee, 
0 king, that we will not worship thy gods; nor adore the 
golden statue which thou hast net up. Then was Nabucho¬ 
donosor filled with fury; aud the look of his face wa* 
changed against Sidrach, Misach, and Abdenago; and he 
commanded that the furnace should be heated seven times 
more than it had been accustomed to be heated. And he 
commanded the strongest men that wore in his army to bind 
the feet of Sidrach, Misach, and Abdenago,and to cast them 
into the furnace of burning fire. And immediately these 
men were bound, and were cast into the furnace of burning 
fire, with their coats, and their caps, and their shoes, and 
their garments: for the king’s commandment was urgent;
